Vor  what  is  uaated  at 
the  South  is  not  simply  political  reorgan- 
ization, but  social  regeneration  not  sim- 
ply statutory  changes — (or  these  are 
worihlese  unless  they  arc  the  roluntary 
eaprossion  ol  the  popular  will— but  a  rad- 
ical aad  organic  re-grOwth  of  ihe  whole 
social  and  political  life  of  the  So  itb.  Re

We  may  deplore  this  reslorai  ion  of  ex- 
clusive poli'ical  privileges  to  thi  whit  is, 
at  ot:cf  tile  oppressors  of  the  ]iro3cribed 
race  and  the  enemies  of  *h9  Government, 
but  we  arc  unfortunately  estOi>ped  from 
complaining  by  the  fact  that  tbe  loyal 
North  has  itself  set  tbo  example  of  an 
almost  universal  exclusicn  of  iss  colored 
citizens  from  the  ballot  box 

We  say  the  opportunity  for  bis  sum- 
mary act  of  justice  wai  lost,  for  the  White 
South  no  longer  cccupies  sue  h  an  atti- 
tude of  hottility  as  justifies  tb*  exercise 
of  the  imperial  rights  of  the  » ocqueror. 
Tbe  Southern  States  have  bee  i  reorgan- 
iied  on  th''  old  basis  •  they  ha-'e  elected 
Goveroofs,  l-esjislatirres.  coanty  and 
town  officers,  and  finally  Scr  iters  and 
Representatives  of  the  United  !^  tates,  and 
with  the  full  consent  and  undtr  the  au- 
thority of  the  Executive  branch  8f  the 
United  States  they  have  resumed  nearly 
all  tbe  powers  of  local  governinent.  In 
tbe  meantime  they  have  at  lea  it  nomin- 
ally abolished  slavery  by  Stat :  act,  and 
all  bat  one  have  ratitied  tbe  a  nendmeot 
to  tbe  National  Constitution  ]«rohibiting 
slavery.  But  all  their  legislation  tends 
to   the   practical  iS -enslavement  of  tbo

Union,  and  the  surrender  of  the  freed- 
men  to  tbe  tender  mercies  of  their  former 
masttrs — seem  to  us  to  occupy  tbe  true 
ground  on  tbis  question.' 

The  former  follow  only  th^  vindictive 
logic  of  the  rigbti  of  conquest .  the  lat- 
ter only  the  equally  logical,  but  no  less 
cruel  sequescd  of  tbe  absurd  doctrine  of 
tlie  indeatructibility  of  the  States.  One 
class  demands  the  sacrifice  of  eight  mil- 
lions of  whites  to  a  dogma  which  makea 
Power— Right.  Tbe  other  requires  tbe 
sacrifice  of  four  million  black  victims  to 
an  empty  metaphysical  abstraction  which 
IB  practically  denied  by  those  who  urge 
It,  and  which  is  never  invoked  except  to 
justify  oppression. 

One  extreme  shocks  the  generous  spirit 
of  national  clemency  and  the  popular 
vearnlng  for  a  thorough  obhvion  of  past 
offences,  while  tbe  otker  extreme  alarms 
the  popular  sense  of  justice,  and  touches 
the  quick  instinct  of  national  honor. 

Tbe  true  line  of  policy,  w'  ich  recon- 
ciles magnamimity   to   the    whites   with 
justice  to  the  blacks,    lies  betwi^n  these 
opposite  extremes  of  partiz.iU.hp.     Tbe 
Souiem  States   are,  in  fact,  ci     ,iere<l 
provinces,  and  as   such  are,  b}    l  -  laws 
of  war,  subject   to   the   disposmou    and 
control  of  the  conquering  powe  ,  but  on 
the  other   band   the  despotic  relation  of 
conqueror  and   conquered,    of  unlimited 
power  on  the  one  side   and  helpless  and 
passive  subjection  on  tbe  other,  does  not 
belong  to  the  category  of  American  ideas, 
is  repugnant  to  the  genius  of  our  Consti- 
tution, and  cannot  be  maintained  except 
in  a  state  d  war  or  of  public   peril,  with- 
out a  complete  subversion  oi   tbe  princi- 
ples on  wbtcb  rests  the  whole  structure  of 
our  government. 

Tbe  rights  <'A  conquest  are  the  ple»  of 
tyrants  the  world  over,  and  for  an  Amer- 
ican Congress  to  assert  tbe  rights  of  con- 
quest over  the  Southern  people  in  a  state 
cf  peace — to  substitute  a  government  of 
force  for  a  government  of  opinion — is  to 
convert  our  Kepubhcan  system — which  is 
sinplv  the  organization  of  liberty — into 
an  engine  of  despotism ;  and  after  all 
that  the  nation  has  sacrificed  and  suffered 
to  maintjiin  tbe  pnnciple  of  self-govern- 
ment, to  declare  it  a  failure. 

Tbe  fundamental  idea  of  our  Bepublt- 
can  system  —  tbe  Democratic  idea- 
is  faith  in  moral  fotrces ;  faith,  not 
only  in  man's  capacity  for  self  govern- 
munt,  but  in  the  education  and  regulatrve 
efiect  of  the  processes  of  solf-gsvernment 
in  tbe  development  of  coiamaaities  to 
the  full  sUndard  of  their  political  duties 
isd  riespooiibilitiei 
AdJ  U  U<  litatd  to  ui  tUt  ID7  ij^i-

To  do  this  13  at  once  to  take  from  the 
Government  all  power  to  proUct  the 
black  loyalists  of  f'-e  South  fr  jm  oppres- 
sive legislation,  and  to  surrender  them,  in 
violation  of  the  pledged  faith  of  the  na- 
tion, to  the    vengeance  of    tbeir   fr»rmer 

masterf. 

We  need  not  say  that  no  t  ich  stupen- 
dous act  of  perfidy,  of  ingratitude,  of  na- 
tional dishonor  is  possible  to  a  Congress 
of  the  United  State?  where  t  le  Republi- 
can party  wield  the  irresistibip  power  of 
a  two-thirds  majority. 

No,  it  cannot  be  done.     These   ucwly- 
flcdgedJSoutbern  States  must  wait  awhile. 
Not  till  equality  of  civil  rights  is  secured 
to  every  citizen  ol  the   eouti  em   States, 
white  or  black,   by   irreversiale   guaran- 
tees, will  the  Nation  surrend  tr  tbe  help- 
less freedman  to   the    tender    mercies  of 
Southern     State    legislation      And  who 
has  the  right  to  complain '     Not   surely 
the  white  people  of  tbeSoutI  ,  for  already 
there    have     been      grantet      to    them 
fall     powers    of    local   self  government. 
They    are    in  the  full  enjoy  menl  of  ex- 
clusive  political  privileges,  and  all  tbeir 
rights  of  person  and  property,  though 
forfeited  by  rebellion,  have  b  :en  promptly 
restored  to  them  by  the  mtgnanimi'y  ol 
tbe  nation ,  and  secured  by  1  iws  and  con- 
stitutions   of   tbeir    own    itiaklng.     We 
would   not   abate   a  jot  or  tittle  of  their 
political  powers,  or    impair  an  iota   of 
tbeir  rights,    to  fur  as  their  own  race  is 
concerned. 

But  the  negro  race  has  mt  .inch  .protec- 
tion.    Excluded  from  the  p;»le   of  South- 
ern political  society,  tbey  n 'R  reeognizefl 
by  the  dominant  race  only  vl-  outcasts  and 
enemies.     For  them  the  ij<>ath   provides 
no  goveruiueat  and  no   iawt,.     And  since 
the  South — the  white  South  — rcfases  them 
protection,  the  nation  must  take  them  nn- 
der the  broad  «gis   of  the   Constitution, 
Fret  d  by  the  nation's  act,  tl  ey  are  the  na- 
tiou>  wards.     Already  the    RepubUc,  by 
an  irrevocable  decree,  has  placed  the  phys- 
ical liberty  of  the  citizen   under  the  safe 
protection  of  the  supreme  national   law, 
and  granted  to  Congr«88  th* '  right  to  en- 
fer**  that  protection  by  ap;  iropriate  l«»t?i«- 
latiou. 

But  this  is  far  from  bein^  a  sufficient 
bulwark  against  caste  legi  Jatioo  It  is 
not  sufiScienj  to  secure  evei  personal  lib- 
erty in  its  lowest  phase  of  fr«>odoni  from 
physicW  restraint

Resolved,  That  the  Joint  Committee  on  Re- 
constoKtion  be  instructed  to  inquire  into  the 
expedltnoy  of  esublisbing  in  this  capital,  a 
national  bureau  of  education,  whose  duty  it 
shall  t>«  to  enforce  education  without  regard 
to  race  or  color,  upon  the  population  ot  all 
such  SUtGS  as  shall  fall  belunr  a  RUndard  to 
to  b«  esublished  by  Congress,  and  to  inquire 
whether  such  a  bureau  should  not  be  made 
an  essential  and  pennament  part  of  any  sys- 
tem of  reconstruction.

The  irorM*  Washlcgfon  special  says  the 
President  yesterday  sent  to  the  Senate  tbs 
name  of  Gen.  Van  Altenburg,  of  N.  Y.,  as 
Minister  to  Ji>pan. 

The  aggregate  force  recently  ordered  to  be 
mustertd  ort  ef  the  military  service  is  30,000 
man. 

Gen.  Fitz  Henry  Warrefl  has  l>een  breveted 
Major  General.  He  will  not  go  to  OauUma- 
la.  If  at  all,  until  after  the  close  of  the  Iowa 
legislature,  before  which  he  is  a  prominent 
candidate  for  U.  S.  Senator. 

A  delegation  of  Mississippians,  being  tbe 
committee  appointed  by  the  legislature  of  the 
State  to  petition  the  President  for  the  pardon 
of  .Teff.  Davis,  called  at  the  Executive  mansion 
yesterday,  and  tbe  petition  was  prcentcd,  but 
no  formal  reply  was  given  by  the  President. 

In  tbe  recent  report  of  Lieut.  Ocn  Grant,  to 
President  Johnson,  giving  his  views  ot  the 
feeling  of  the  Southern  people,  he  spoke  of 
the  Freedmen's  Bureau  as  an  absolute  neces- 
sity until  civil  law  is  established  and  enforced 
securing  to  freedmen  their  rights  and  full 
protection,  and  said  in  this  connection,  "At 
present,  however,  it  is  independent  of  tbe  mll- 
litary  establishment  of  the  country,  and  seems 
to  be  operated  by  tbe  different  agent*  of  the 
Burean  accordfiig  to  their  individual  no- 
tions." 

Gen.  Howanl,  Commissioner  of  Freedmen's 
Affairs,  in  view  of  this  remark  of  Gen.  Grant 
to-dav  i^'sued  an  order  calling  attention  of  the 
At.<<istant  Commissioners  to  that  leport,  and 
saying  that  the  most  thorough  iiL-ipectiou  will 
at  once  be  made,  and  tbe  evils  complained  ot 
corrected. 

An  order  from  the  War  Department  makes 
the  Bureau  independent  of  the  military  es- 
tablishment, and  any  agent  or  officer  who 
presumes  to  act  contrary  to  such  instructions, 
will  be  forthwith  reported  to  the  Department 
commander,  tor  trial  by  court  martial 
and  in  all  matters  of  a  military  character  they 
arc  under  the,  direction  of  the  department 
commander,  in  the  same  manner  as  an  officer 
ot  eagineers  building  a  fort  in  the  same  de- 
partment, who  reports  directly  to  the  chief 
engineer.  Every  assistant  commissioner  will 
constantly  seek  cooperation  with  the  depart- 
ment commander,  and  must  keep  him  fur- 
nished with  all  information  in  bis  possession. 
His  tormal  approval  must  bt  secured  when 
possible  to  all  orders  and  circulars  issued  by 
th<'  assistant  commissioners.

In  the  United  States  Supremo  Court  today, 
pendiisg  the  ejwe  ex  parit  of  A.  H.  Garland, 
of  Arkansas,  asking  to  be  allowed  to  practice 
as  a  counsellor,  Hon.  Reverdy  Johnson  de- 
livered an  argument  againit  tbe  constituUon- 
alitV  of  the  Congressional  test  oath.  There 
l)eing  no  antecedent  government  to  our  own, 
it  is  necessary  to  look  into  the  constitution 
itself  to  see  what  powers  were  originally  con- 
ferred upon  Congress.  These  being  stated. 
Congress  is  authorized  to  pass  all  necessary 
and  proper  laws  to  carry  them  into  effect. 

These  powers  are  to  be  so  construed  as  to 
effect  the  object  they  are  designed  to  accom- 
plish. Tt  is  the  duty  ot  the  Court  to  ascer- 
tain what  this  is.  and  then  determine  whether 
the  legislation  will  defeat  or  secure  the  ends. 
A  restriction  to  this  class  of  powers  is,  that 
Congress  shall  pass  no  ex  post  facto  law  or 
bills'of  attainder.  „       ^  . 

The  meaning  of  this  is  well  understood  to 
be  th*t  any  'aw  which  makes  an  act  a  crime 
which  was  not  a  crime  when  the  act  was  com- 
mitted ;  but  the  law  of  1365  does  punish,  in 
point  of  fact,  because  It  precludes  the  peti- 
tioner from  the  exercise  of  a  lawful  occupa- 
tion, and  strikes  at  a  profession  in  which  his 
hopes  and  ambition,  and  support  of  himself 
and  family  are  involvad. 

The  punishment  is  severe,  cruel  and  unex- 
ampled. It  subjects  him  to  all  the  objections 
of  the  Constitution,  while  it  takes  from  him 
all  its  advantages. 

The  original  act  of  186':  was  not  made  ap- 
plicable to  attorneys  in  the  courts  of  the  U.  S. 
Three  years  were  suffered  to  elapse,  when 
some  one  in  Congress  who  may  have  been  par- 
ticnlarlv  senMtive  and  who  saw  danger  in 
every  view,  who  bad  taken  part  in  the  rebel- 
lion, introduced  a  bill  applying  tbe  provisions 
of  the  law  to  practicing  attorneys. 

The  bill  was  submitted  to  the  Judiciary 
Committee  of  the  tjenate,  and  br  a  unanimous 
▼ote  was  rejected.  It  afterwards,  however, 
received  the  sanction  of  tbe  Senate.  It  was 
passed  for  the  purpose  of  excluding  the  peti- 
tioner and  all  others  similarly  situated;  to 
fnuish  them  by  excluding  them  from  United 
Utes  courts.  It  was  not  for  conduct  subse- 
quent but  antecedent  to  the  passage  of  the 

This  act  comes  within  the  clear  meaning  of 
the  clause  In  the  Constitution  that  Congress 
shall  pass  no  't  pott  fatto  law  or  bill  of  at- 
tainder. ,.    ,  , 

Nc  rights  can  be  taken  awav  by  law  unless 
the  accused  shall  be  first  convicted  of  the  of- 
fence charged,  and  these  riphts  include  hold 
ing  offices  of  emolument  and  trust. 

Such  laws  as  that  of  186.5  were  penal  stat- 
utes. The  Attorney  General  bad  argued  last 
Friday,  that  the  admission  to  practice  in  the 
courts  is  not  a  natural  right,  but  is  created  bv 
law,  and  therefore  may  be  regulated  by  law, 
and  either  given  or  taken  away,  but  It  is  not 
true  that  Congress  can  by  law  prohibit  tha 
appearance  of  counsellors  in  tbe  courts  of  the 
United  States

Tbe  House  went  into  Committee  of  the 
Whole  on  the  President's  message. 

Mr.  Fink  of  Ohio,  made  a  speech  contro- 
verting the  positing  of  Mr.  ."-Stevens,  and  deny- 
ing that  tbelSoutbern  States  were  ever  out  of 
tbe  Union,  and  urging  the  admission  of  Rep- 
resentatives from  that  section  so  a<*  to  secure 
a  restoration  ot  friendly  and  political  rela- 
tions heretofore  existing. 

Mr.  Raymond  of  New  York,  was  glad  to 
see  the  indiLationson  the  opposition  side  of 
the  Uoase  to  support  the  Union.  If  these  in- 
dicatlcns  had  been  exhibited  during  the  war 
we  should  have  been  spared  the  lives  of  thou- 
sands of  men  and  tbe  expenditure  of  rivers 
of  blood  and  treasure.  Mr.  Raymond  said 
that  tbe  ordinances  of  secession  were  simply 
the  declaration  of  a  purpose  and  a  determina- 
tion to  succeed,  whether  practical  effect 
could  be  given  to  the  purpose  depended  on 
their  ability  in  the  field.  The  effect  was  not 
a  success  l)ut  a  failure.  Who  did  not  wish 
that  tbe  day  might  speedily  come  when  we 
shall  tiave  a  great  Republic,  one  and  insepa- 
rable, stronger  than  it  has  ever  been  before. 
He  controverted  at  length  the  position  of  Mr. 
Stevens  of  Pennsylvania,  denying  that  the 
States  lately  in  rebellion  were  ever  out  of  the 
Union.  The  House,  by  adopting  such  theo- 
ries as  those  ol  Mr.  Stevens,  mainly  acknowl- 
edged that  wo  had  waged  a  war  against  the 
South  as  a  separate  nation. 

At  the  conclusion  of  Mr.  Raymond's  speech 
Mr.  Jenks  of  Rboda  Island,  i>aid  he  did  not 
wish  to  be  coniaromised  by  any  speech  here 
when  no  qucsiiou  waa  presented  tor  their  con- 
sidrration- 

pThe  coantoittee  then  rose  when  the  resolu- 
tions referring  the  various  branches  ot  the 
President's  message  was  passed.  The  House 
then  adjourned.     .

"Peat  Condensing  I*Iachlnc.*' 

Dr.  R.  T.  Trail,  of  the  'Western  Hy- 
gean  Hotne,"  writes  a  letter  from  New 
York  to  tb*i  Minneapolis  Atlas,  about  a 
new  macbioe  that  has  bceu  irver<ted  for 
redacicg  peat  to  a  proper  form  and  sol- 
idity.   Dr.  Trail  says : 

Mr.  M.  S.  Roberts,  of  Niagara  coun- 
ty, N.  Y.,  his  perfcctcfi  a  machine 
which  seems  to  accomplish  all  that  can  be 
expected  or  desired.  I  have  seen  and 
tested  the  fuel  prepared  by  this  machine. 
It  is  almost  as  smooth  and  compact  as  the 
best  anthracite  coal,  and  much  cleaner 
to  handle ;  and  in  burning  it  evolves  less 
smoke,  dirt,  or  gas,  and  makes  less  ashes 
tLao  coal.  Indeed,  it  makes  the  most 
pleasant  fire  of  any  material  I  am  ac- 
quainted with,  not  excepting  hickory 
wood. 

Mr.  Roberts  is  cow  in  this  city  per- 
fecting his  models  preparatory  to  manu- 
facturing the  machines  on  a  large  scale. 
Tney  will  cost  only  $2,600  each,  includ- 
ing the  engine  of  twenty  horeo  powe  , 
and  can  be  worked  by  ^threc  persons ; 
whereas  the  Boston  machine,  referred  to 
in  an  article  not  long  ago  published  in 
the  St.  Panl  Prfss,  costs  $10,000  and 
requires  10  to  1?  men  to  manage  it.  An- 
other peculiarity,  and  a  very  great  ad- 
vantage in  the  invention  ol  Mr.  Roberts 
is  that  instead  of  having  the  peat  brought 
to  the  machine,  the  machine  goea  to  the 
peat. 

Dr.  Trail  suggests  that  a  company  be 
formed  at  the  Falls  to  purchase  and  ope- 
rate the  ma  -hine,  and  appends  the  follow- 
ing description  of  it,  from  the  Buffalo  /!.r- 

;)rt.ss  of  Nov.  11th: 

The  principal  leatures  of  the  mochiiie, 
are  a  revolving  ^levator  aud  a  oonduc- 
tcr.  The  lie  valor  is  75  feet  long,  ai.d 
runs  from  the  top  of  the  machine  to  the 
ground,  where  the  peat  is  dug  up,  placed 
on  the  -levator,  carried  to  the  top  ol  the 
niacbirc,  aiul  dropped  into  a  revolving 
wheel  that  cuts  it  up,  separates  it  from 
all  the  coarst  particles,  bits  of  sticks, 
stones,  &c.,  and  throws  them  to  one  side. 
The  peat  is  ne3a.droppcd  into  a  box  be- 
low, where  watw  is  passed  in  sufficiently 
to  bring  it  to  the  consistency  of  mortar. 
By  means  ol  a  slide  under  tho  control  of 
the  engineer,  it  is  next  sent  to  the  rear 
of  the  machine,  where  the  convey  cr,  100 
feet  lorg,  takes  it  and  carries  it  to  within 
two  rods  of  the  end,  at  which  point  the 
peat  begins  to  drop  through  to  the 
ground,  to  the  depth  of  four  or  five 
inches. 

When  sntUcieat  has  passed  through  to 
cover  tb«  ground  to  Iho  end  of  the  con- 
v.;yor — two  rods — the  convenor"  is  (hen 
swung  around,  a'ooui  two  fest,  and  the 
B  ime  process  gonu  through,  as  list  as  tho 
ground  under  the  elevator,  for  the  die- 
tama  of  two  rods  in  length  and  two  feet 
in  width  ••getting  covered,  the  elevator 
being  moved.  At  eac'u  swing  of  the  ele- 
vator the  peat  just  fpread  is  'jut  into 
block?,  (soft  ones,  however,)  by  knives 
attaofat'd  to  the  elevator  It  generally 
takes  froni  three  to  loui  weeks  bt  lore  it 
i.«  ready  for  use  It  ken  to  lie  a  w«>tk  be- 
fore it  is  touched,  aiter  the  knives  pa^s 
through  it,  when  it  is  turned  nv^ran'*  al- 
lowed to  lie  another  wt;ck,         ''    . 

it  has  then  to  >>e  taken  up  and  put  in  a 
shed,  and  within  a  woek  or  ten  ilayt  can 
be  used,  although  ii  is  br-tter  tc  let  it  re- 
main a  little  longer  Tlw  machiiie  can 
spread  the  peat  over  eighteen  ttiuare 
rods  of  ground — taking  out  one  tquare 
rod  of  pe.at  without  btiog  moved.  After 
the  eighteen  rods  are  c'o.ered  the  ma- 
chine is  movi-d  two  rod;;  ahead,  enabling 
it  again  to  spread  a  'e mi  circular  space 
of  some  32  f^-et  in  width.  The  same  pro- 
cess which  drives  the  engine  moves  the 
machine.  It  is  estimated  by  Mr.  Roberts

It  wao  from  General 
Lee ;  it  stated  that  Lis  lines  had  been 
broken  in  three  places,  .ind  that  prepa- 
rations should  bo  msdc  to  evacuate 
Richmond  by  eight  o'clock  the  ensuing 
night,  in  the  event  that  he  should  be  una- 
ble to  re  establish  bis  lines.

Washing  roN,  Doc.  13,— "Govenior"(Perry, 
uf  South  Carolina,  telegraphed  Postmaster 
General  Dennison  to-day,  saying,  "  We  have 
a  report  here  in  tho  Charleston  Couritr,  that 
quite  a  number  of  the  National  Banks  have 
broken.  We  have  no  other  currency  here. 
What  shall  we  do  about  it  ? ' 

General  Dennison  sent  the  dispatch  to  the 
Unicd  t^tates  Treasurer,  asking  what  answer 
be  should  give 

"Tell  governor  Perry,"  responded  the 
Treasurer,  who  alway lyays  a  thing  vigorously 
when  he  says  It  at  all.  "  that  the  notes  ot  a 
broken  Uniied  States  h«iik  are  a  d— d  sight 
better  aud  more  v.iluahle  thnn  those  ot  a 
solvent  one!" 

The  ftatcmcnt  was  paradixical,  raiher  than 
pious;  but  it  was  nevertheless  true;  though 
itmav  6ccm  so  strange  to  many  Northern  men 
as  it  must  to  Gov.  Perry.  Whoever  remem- 
bers that  there  are  locked  up  in  the  great 
vaults  of  tho  Treasury  here,  Government 
bonds  for  every  dollar  of  National  Dank  cir- 
culation, and  that,  whenever  a  bank  fails,  the 
Treasury  is  bound  to  sell  these  bonds  to  re- 
deem its  notes,  wiil  appreciate  the  cart  state- 
ment that  the  issues  of  a  broken  bank  are 
of  more  value  than  those  of  a  solvent  one. 

Thus  the  National  Lank  of  Altica  liiled, 
six  months  ago;  but  to  this  dny  only  seven 
of  Its  notes  have  been  presented  for  redemp- 
tion '  Practically  Its  whole  circulation  is  oat- 
standing — the  notes  of  the  broken  bank  circa- 
latiDg  us  well,  and  being  as  good  as  those  of 
any  other.  Whoever  holds  one  of  those  bro- 
ken notes  holds,  not  the  pledge  to  pay  of  the 
Bank  of  Attica,  but  of  the  Government  of  the 
United  .States.  Till  i  t  fails,  the  cotes  are 
good.

^rom  its  T°ry   organization,    the  Senate 
designs  to    make  that    committee  its  con- 
stitutional adviser — not   that  its  opinions 
are  to    be  lonclusive   or   controlling  on 
any  member  of  ihis  body,    like  the  opin- 
ion of  the  bench  of  Judges  in  tbe  House 
of  Lords  ;  but  its  members  are  chosen  in 
consideration    of  their  high  professional 
ability,    their   long   experience  and  well 
known    standing  as  jurists,  in  order  (bat 
their  report  upon  constitutional  (juestions 
mav  be  entitltd  to  the  hii:best  considera- 
tion.    And   sir,    if  you  look  into  the  or- 
ganization   ot  the   Judiiiary  Committee 
appointed   by  the   Senate   at  tho  present 
'tissioo,  what   fs  it  '     There  is  the  Sena- 
tor from  Illinois,    [Mr.  Trambull.]  for 
years   a  judge  ot  tbe  Supreme  Court  of 
that   State    before  he  entered  this  body, 
who  for   ten  vears    or    more    has  been  a 
^thful,  laboriou:^.  distinguished  member 
of  that  committee,  and  lor  tbe   last  four 
years   its  chairman.     And  tbere  sit^my 
honorable   friend  Irom  New  York,  [Mr. 
Uairis,]  for  twenty  years  before  he  came 
here,    known  and    distinguished   among 
tbe  able  jurists  and  judges  of  that  great 
State. 

There  is  fnpon  that  committee  also  tbe 
honorable  Senator  from  Maryland,  [Mr. 
JchnsoQ,]  whom  I  do  not  now  see  in  his 
seat,  who,  for  a  quarter  of  a  century  or 
more,  has  borne  a  high  national  repnta- 
tion  as  among  the  ablest  jurists  of  this  or 
any  country,  twice  a  Senator,  once  tbe 
Attorney  Oeneral  of  the  United  States. 
And  there  is  the  honorable  Senator  from 
Vermont  [Mr.  PolaDd.]  He  his,  it  is 
true,  just  entered  this  body,  but  his  rep- 
utation as  a  jurist  preceded  his  coming, 
and  he  comes  here  to  fill  ttic  place  m  this 
chamber,  and  is  put  upon  this  judiciary 
committee  to  till  the  place  of  him,  of 
whom  I  will  sar  wilbou:  disparagement 
to  any,  that  he  was  the  ablest  of  us  all — 
the  late  distingnishcd  Senator  from  Ver- 
mont [Mr.  Collamer.]  And  there  is  the 
Senator  from  New  Hampshire,  [Mr. 
Claric,]  from  the  far  East,  and  the  Sena- 
tor from  Nevada,  [Mr.  Stewart.]  from 
the  Pacific  en  ist.  and  tbo  Senator  from 
Indiana.  [Mr.  Hendricks,]  Irom  tbe  cen- 
tral rcgio  J,  each  of  whom  stands  cmiuent 
in  tbe  profcsiiion  in  tbe  State  which  be 
represents,  and  all  of  whom  hxv.  rccog- 
Btzed  b^re  among  the  ablest  jurists  of 
this  body. 

Mr.  President,  ther>'  is  nutbing  in  the 
btstory  of  the  Senate,  there  is  nothing  in 
tbe  constitution  of  this  committer,  which 
would  send  these  great  constitotional 
questions  for  adv^icmL-ut  and  considera- 
tion to  any  other  committee  than  the 
Committee  on  Judiciary.  To  plac«  their 
consideration  in  tbe  b,and8  of  a  oommit- 
tee  which  is  beyond  the  control  of  the 
Senate,  is  to  distrust  ourselves  ;  and  to 
vote  to  send  their  consideration  to  any 
other  committee  is  equivalent  to  a  want 
of  confidence  in  the  judiciary  committee. 

But  sir,  some  gentlemen  have  said  and 
urged  with  great  pertinacity,  if  not  with 
force,  a  .■'ense  of  propriety  toward  tbe 
this 


Monstrous  as  such  a  proposition  would 
have  been,  it  might,  perh  ips,  have  been 
witbin  the  purview  of  thi  Constitution 
for  us  to  adopt  it .  but  on  the  subject  of 
representation  in  this  bodj ,  it  is  not  with- 
in our  constitutional  power  to  delegate 
our  power  to  any  other  I  ody,  or  to  any 
committee  which  we  ounelves  do  not 
control. 

Mr.  Prcjiilenf.  I  believe  that  under  the 
Constitution,  upon  all  subjects  of  legis 
lation  but  oae,  the  two  He  uses  are  equal 
and  co-ordinat«;  branches  of  Congress. 
That  one  relates  to  their  representation 
in  tbe  bodies,  to  their  membership,  that 
which  constitutes  their eaisence.  which  is 
essential  to  their  life  and  their  indepen- 
dence, that  is  confided  t<>  each  House, 
and  to  each  House  alone.  '  o  act  lo?  itself. 
It  judges  for  itself  upon  tbe  elections, 
returns,  and  qu  ditication*  i>f  its  members. 
Ic  judges,  it  admit.^,  it  pinisbes,  it  ex- 
pels. It  can  not  share  tba  responsibility 
with  any  oih-r  depirtme  it  ot  the  Gov- 
ernment. It  can  no  morr  share  it  with 
tbe  other  House  than  it  ca  »  share  it  with 
the  Supreme  Court  or  with  the  President 
It  is  a  matter  over  wbick  its  jurisdiction 
is  exclusive  of  every  other  jurisdiction. 
It  is  a  matter  in  which  its  decisions,  right 
or  wrong,  are  absolute  a:  id  without  ap 
peal.  Sir.  in  my  opinion,  thii  Senate  of 
the  United  States  can  not  give  to  a  com- 
mittee beyond  \U  control  this  question  of 
the  representation  in  this  body,  without 
a  loss  of  tho  Hell-rcapect  its  dignity,  its 
independence;  without  an  abaudonment 
of  its  constitutional  duty  a  id  a  surrender- 
ing of  its  constitutional  powers. 

The  President  pro  tempo  'e— The  morn- 
ing hour  having  expired,  t  becotnes  the 
duty  of  th'*  Cbair  to  call  ny  the  untinisfaed 
business  of  yesterday,  wh  ch  is  the  reso- 
lution of  the  Senator  from  idassachusetts, 
(Mr.  Sumner.)  an  amendment  being 
meved  to  it  by  tho  Senatcr  from  Mary- 
land. (Mr.  Johnson.) 

Mr.  Trumbull— I  move  1  >  lay  that  aside 
until  the  Senator  from  Wij  cousin  finishes 
his  remarks. 

Mr  Sumner  I  observe  that  the  Sena- 
tor from  Maryland  is  not  iubis  seat,  and, 
therefore.  1  should  not  thiik  of  proceed- 
ing with  mat  resolution. 

Mr  Fessenden — Let  ns  jjo  on  and  close 
this. 

The  President  pro  <<w/  ore— The  Sen- 
ator from  Wisconsin  will  proceed  with 
his  remarks,  if  there  be  no  objection.

Mr.  Doolittle— Mr.  Prciident.  there  is 
another  provision  in  tkia  :x;8olation  as  it 
stands.  It  not  only  takes  from  tbe  Sen- 
ate all  power  to  act  over  this  subject  un- 
til this  committee  shall  rej  ort,  and  Con- 
gress shall  tske  final  action,  but  it  de- 
clares that  we  fball  refer  every  paper  to 
the  committee  without  deb  ue.  Yes.  sir. 
the  Senate  of  the  United  itatcs  is  to  be 
led  like  a  Iamb  to  the  slj  nghter,  bound 
hand  and  foot,  shorn  of  it;  constitutional 
power,  and  gauged,  dumb  like  the  sheep 
brought  to  the  block:  Is  his  the  condi- 
tion to  which  the  Senator  from  Michigan 


of  them,  and  not  to  destroy  (hem.  Tbe  ' 
guarantee  in  the  Constitution  is  a  guaran- 
tee to  the  States,  and  to  every  one  of  the 
Stales,  and  the  obligation  that  rests  opjn 
us  is  to  guarantee  to  South  Carolina  a 
republican  form  of  government  as  a  State 
in  this  Union,  and  not  as  a  territory. 
The  doctrine  of  the  territorial  eondition 
of  these  States,  that  they  are  mere  con- 
fjiered,  subjugated  territories,  as  if  we 
bad  conquered  Canada  or  Mexico,  will 
not  stand  argument  for  a  moment.  It  is 
utterly  at  war  with  the  ground  on  which 
we  stand  and  have  stood  from  tbe  begin- 
ning. The  grotind  we  occupied  was  this  : 
that  no  State  nor  the  people  of  any  State 
had  anv  power  to  withdraw  from  the  Un- 
ion. They  could  not  do  it  peacefully ; 
they  undertook  to  do  it  by  arms ;  we 
crushed  tbe  attempt ;  wc  trampled  their 
armies  under  oar  feet;  we  captured  the 
rebellion:  the  States  are  ouis;  and  we 
entered  ihem  to  save,  and  not  to  de- 
stroy. 

Mr.    President,    t  do   not   wish  to  be 
drawn  now    into  the  cliscussion   of  these 
questions  at  length,     t  may  have  an  op- 
portunity   on  some   other  occasion  to  do 
so.     I  simply  now   am  stating  the  objec- 
tions wbicb  I  had  to  this  resolution  as  it 
came  from  the  House  of  Representatives.

until  repealed  by  tbe  joint  action  of  the 
two  Houses  with  the  concurrence  of  the 
Executive.

but  as  a  man  known    in  history — who  re-  | 
sides  in  Pennsylvania.  | 

I  refer  to  Hon.  Tbaddeus  Stevens.  His 
history   is  known  to  all  men;  and  one 
thing  we  know  of  him  certainly,  that  he 
is  most  bitterly,  uncompromisingly  hostile 
to  the  policy  of  the  present  Administra- 1 
tion  on  the  subject  of  reeonstruclion.     He  j 
goes    with  bim   who  goes    the   farthest, 
holding  that  even  the  State  of  Tennessee 
is  ail  alien   State  at  war  with  the  United  ' 
States  ;  and  if  I  am   not  misinformed,  in  > 
the  Convention  at  Baltimore,  which  nom-  j 
inated  Messrs.  Lincoln   and  Johnson  for  I 
President  and  Vice  President,  he  objected  ' 
to  (he  nomination   of   Andrew  Johnson  I 
because  he  was   an  alien  enemy .'     Sir,  I  | 
have  seen  nothing  in  the  history   of  that  i 
gentleman  to  lead  me  to  suppose  that  he 
has  m  any  respect   changed  his  opinion, 
for  it  is  not  long  since  we  read  a  speecb  | 
of  his,  delivered  in  the  State  of  Pennsyl-  | 
vania,    marked   with    bis    usual   ability, 
with  bis  great  boldnes.",  with  that  cool  as-  > 
surance  which  sometimes    almost  rises  to 
thu  sublime,  in   which   be  proposed,  if  I 
do  not  mistake,   almost  the   entire  and 
universal  confiscation  of  tbe  whole  of  the 
Southern  States. 

Now,  Mr.  President,  of  the  doings  of 
that  assemblage  in  connection  with  the 
resolution  1  feel  at  perfect  liberty  to 
speak  without  violating  tho  rules  of  this 
House.  I  will  not  speak  with  disrespect 
even  of  that  assemblage ;  I  have  not 
done  so ;  I  do  not  intend  to  do  so.  I 
simply  say  that  within  three  minutes,  by 
the  clock,  after  the  hour  when  that  assem- 
blage was  called,  Thaddeu?  Stevens  had 
moved  bis  committee  on  resolutions  and 
was  withdraakig  with  bis  committee  from 
the  body  to  make  his  report,  and  within 
ten  minutes,  without  any  discussion, 
without  any  consideration  whatever,  it 
was  by  that  cool  tact  and  talent  of  bis 
pressed  through  tbe  body  and  declared 
to  be  unanimously  adopted.  Why  this 
hot  baste,  sir?  What  necessity  of  this 
hot  haste?     Who  does  not  know  that  tbe 


was 

tt'ise  in  itself,  but  an  imperative  duty  rest- 
ing upon  tbe  representatives  of  the  people 
in  the  two  bratK'bes  of  Congresg.  For 
myself,  I  was  not  prepartnl  to  act  npon 
that  q  uestion  at  once.  I  am  not  one  of 
those  who  pin  their  faith  upon  anybody, 
however  eminent  in  position,  or  conceive 
themselves  obliged  on  a  question  of  great 
national  importance  to  follow  out  any- 
body's opinions  simply  because  he  is  in  a 
position  to  make  those  opinionsi,  perhaps, 
somewhat  more  imperative  than  any  other 
citizens  of  the  Republic.  Talk  about  the 
Administration!  Sir,  wo  are  a  part  of  the 
Administration,  and  n  very  important  part 
of  it.  I  have  no  idea  of  abandoning  tho 
prerogatives,  the  rights,  and  tho  duties  of 
my  position  in  favor  of  anybody,  however 
that  jjerson  or  any  number  of  pcrsous  may 
desire  it.  In  saying  this,  I  am  not  about 
to  e.xpress  an  opinion  upon  tho  subject  any 
further  than  I  have  expressed  it,  and  that 
i.s,  that  in  questions  of  such  infinite  im- 
portance as  this,  involving  the  integrity 
and  welfare  of  the  Repubbc  iu  all  future 
time,  wc  are  solemnly  oound,  and  our  cou- 
Htitueuts  will  demand  of  ue,  that  we  ox- 
uiniue  them  with  care  and  fidelity,  and  act 
ou  our  own  conviction?,  and  not  upon  the 
convictions  of  others. 

I  have  said  that  I  was  in  favor  of  this 
resolution  when  I  first  read  it,  for  the  rea- 
son that  it  looked  to  a  purpose  which  I  ap- 
prove— calm  and  deliberate  consideration 
before  action ;  but  when  I  came  to  read  it 
over  more  carefully  and  hear  the  opinions 
of  others,  I  came  to  the  conclasion,  for  tbe 
reasons  that  have  been  given  by  my  hon- 
orable friend  from  Rhode  Island,  that  the 
resolution  perhaps  went  a  little  too  far. 
It  was  important  to  have  a  committt^  by 
which  this  subject  should  bo  investigated, 
composed  of  members  of  the  two  Houses, 
for  the  reason,  among  others  that  it  ia 
very  importauttbat  the  two  Hoosee  should 
act  iu  harmony,  that  one  House  should  not 
take  action  that  would  be  at  variance  with 
tho  action  of  the  other,  and  that,  after  in- 
vestigation of  the  subject,  it  would  result, 
as  I  believe,  from  the  constitutiou  of  Con- 
gress, that  the  two  Houses  would  act  in 
harmony,  ou  the  same  principles,  and  with 
the  same  views,  and  neither  would  act  has- 
tily. Therefore,  the  committee  was  im- 
portant, and  a  committee  that  should  be 
carefully  chosen,  as  I  said  before,  and  de- 
liberate well  and  advise  well;  and  I  did 
leader  of  that  assemblage  ditl  not  desire  j  not  conceive  that  a  little  delay,   that  a  few

Mr.  President,  another  objection  to  the 
resolution  as  it  came  from  the  Hoose, 


rebels  overturned  civil  government  in  the 
first  place,  and  we  entt  red  with  our  ar- 
mies and  captured  the  r  hellion  ;  but  did 
that  destroy  the  State  i?  Not  at  all. 
We  entered  the  Statts  to  save  them,  not 
to  destroy  them.    Our   :oostitutional  du- 


to  wait,  nor  did  be  dare  to  wait,  until  the 
President  had  spoken  to  tbe  country  in 
his  annual  message. 

The  Constitution  of  tbo  United  States 
refiuirea  tbe  President  from  time  to  time 
to  give  to  Congress   information  of  the 
state  of  the  Union.     Who  has  any  right 
to  presume  that  the   President  will  not 
furnish  the  information    which  his  consti- ' 
tutional  duty   requires  ?     He    has   at  his  1 
control  all  the  agencies   which  are  neces- 
sary.    There  is   the  able  Cabmet  who  I 
surround  him,   with  all  the  oflicers  ap-  | 
pointed  under  them :     the    postmasters 
under  the  Post  OfiSice   Department,  the 
Treasury  agents  under  the  Treasury  De- 
partment, and  almost  two  hundred  thou- 
sand men  under  the   control  of  the  War 
Department  in  every  part  of  this  "dis- 
affected" region,   who  can  bring  to  tbe 
President  information  from  everpr  quarter 
of  all  tbe  transactions  that  exist  there. 
Why,   1    ask,    bad   this   assemblage   the 
right  to  presume  that  the  President  would 
not  furnish    the  information  which  the 
Constitution  required  ?    Sir,  we  are  here 
claiming  to  be  the  friends  of  the  late  la- 
mented President,  and  the  friends  of  him 
upon  whom  by  bis  death  the  responsibili- 
ties of  power  have  fallen.     We  aided  in 
their  election.     They  were  nominated  at 
Baltimore  after  the  great  experiment  of 
reconstruction  had  already  begun.    Mr. 
Lincoln  bad  already  for  months,  for  al- 
most a  year,  been  pursuing  substantially 
the  same  policy  of  reconstruction  which 
has  since  been  followed  by  bis  successor. 
Andrew  Johnson  was  himself  one  of  the 
agencies  which  bad   been   employed  by 
Mr.  Lincoln  in  the  State  of  Tennessee 
in  tbe  Hope  of  restoring  civil  government 
there ;  and  it  was  under  these  circumstan- 
ces, not  with  tb}  approval  of  all  men  at 
^Va8bington,  but  with  the  approval  of  tbe 
great  masses  of  the  people  of  this  coun- 
try, that  Abraham  Lincoln  was  re-nomi- 
nated as   President,    and  that    Andrew 
Johnson  was  nominated  to  be  Vice  Pres- 
ident of  the  United  States,  and  they  were 
triumphantly  indorsed  and  sustained  by 
the  i>eoplp;  and  I  tell  Senators  now,  in  my 
opinion — 1  speak  with  all  respect  to  other 
IJentlemen — that  the  President  of  the  Uni- 
ted States  will  be  sustaiu-'l,  it.  tUr.  vicvs 
which  ho  takes  iu  bi.s  message,  by  the  peo- 
ple of  this  country  is  ascertain  or  tho  rev- 
olutions of  the  earth;  and  it  is  our  duty  to 
act  harmoniously  with  him,  to  sustain  him, 
to  hold   up  his  hands,  to  strengthen  his 
heart,  to    speak    to    him   words   of  faith, 
friendship,  and  courage. 

Mr.  President,  I  know  that  in  all  these 


■tin",   and  ^*i(b  ability    fntr    greater,  I  am 
ready  to  asseverate , 

But,  sir,  I  do  not  afrree  « Hh    fire  doc- 
trine,, uiid  I  desire  to  enter  my   disseaf   to 
;  it  now  awl  here,  that,    because   a  certain 
Hue  of  polic  V  htxti   beeu   adopted   by    one 
branch    of  i lit    Gey^rmrtent,    or  certain 
views  are  entertained   fy   ni"   iTaiich   of 
the  Government,  therefore,  for  thui  rf>nsou 
alone  and  none  other,  that  is  to    lie    tried, 
oven  if  it  is  against  my  judgment;  and  I 
do  ni>t  soy  tliat  it  is  or  is  not.     That  is  a 
(|ue8tion  io  be  considered.     I  have  a  great 
respect,  not  for  myself,    ficrhaps,  but   for 
the  position  which  I  liold  a.s  a  Senator  of 
tbe    United   States;  and    no    meai<ure   of 
Government,  no  policy   of  the    President, 
or  of  the  head  of  a  Department,  shall  pas.s 
me.  while  I  am  a  Senator,   if  I   know   if, 
until  t  have  e.raniinctl  it  uud  gireu  my  as- 
sent t(^  it;  not  ou  accouuf    of  fhe  .source 
from  which  it  eniauati's,  but  ffli  account  of 
its  own  intrinsic  merits,  aud  ''ccuUse  1  be- 
lieve it  will  result  iu  the  pwd  of  my  coun- 
try.    That  is  my  duty  as  a  Senator,  aud  I 
fear  no  tnisconstruetioii  at   home  ou   this 
subject  or  any  other.     I  have  reproeented 
the  .State  from  which  I  come  too    loiiff   to 
fear    anything    of  that    kiij<l.     If    I    act 
against   the    prejudices    or   precouceived 
opinions  of  that  people,  they   are   always 
ready  to  hear  me,  aud   bear   my   reasons, 
and  if  they  are  satisfactory  to   them,   to 
give  nie  credit  for  them,  and,  if  not  satis- 
factory, at    least    to   give    uic    creibt   for 
good  iutentions;  mi<l  that  is  all    I   ask  of 
anybody.  ^ 

Now,  therefon',  sir,  I  hoijo  that,  laying 
aside  all  these  matters  which  are  entirely 
foreign,  xfe  shall  act  upon  this  resolu- 
tion simply  as  a  matter  of  business.  Xo 
one  has  a  right  to  complain  of  it  that  we 
rmse  a  committee  for  certain  purposes  of 
our  own  when  we  judge  it  to  be  necessa- 
ry. It  is  an  imputation  npon  nobody;  it 
is  an  iuault  to  nobody;  it  is  not  anything 
which  any  sensible  man  could  erPr  find 
fault  with,  or  he  dispo.sed  to  do  .=^0.  It  io 
our  judgment,  our  deliberate  judgment, 
our  friendly  judj^ment— a  course  of  action 
adopted  from  n^gard  to  the  good  of  the 
community,  aud  that  irood  of  the  commu- 
nity comprehends  the  good  of  every  indi- 
vidual in  it 

Allow  me  to  say,  sir,  io  closin;:,  one 
thing  whcih  I  may  as  well  ,suy  now  in  the 
beginfling  vf  the  .session,  because  it  is  the 
principle  wh?ch  I  iuteud  3hall  guide  my 
actiou,  and  I  hope  will  giliie  the  action  of 
all  of  us.  AVe  have  just  gone  through  a 
state  of  war.  While  wc  wei-c  in  it  it  be- 
came necessary  all  around  to  do  certain 
things  for  which  jierliaps  no  strict  warrant 
will  be  found;  contrary,  at  any  rate  to 
previous  experience.  That  I  admit  most 
distinctly.  Sir,  1  defended  them  from  the 
beginning.  I  laid  down  tbe  principle  that 
tbe  man  who,  placed  in  a  positiou  such  as 
the  President  and  other  officers  occupied, 
would  not,  in  a  time  of  war,  and  when  his 
country  was  io  peril,  put  his  own  reputa- 
tiou  at  hazard  as  readily  as  he  would  auy- 
thing  else  in  order  to  do  hi.s  duty,  was  not 
fit  for  his  place.  I  upheld  many  things 
then  that  perhaps  I  would  not  uphold  now 
because  they  are  uot  necessary.  The  time 
must  tome  when  tho  Senate  and  House  of 
Rcpressntatives,  the  Cougress,  must  revert 
to  its  own  original  positiou.  I  do  not 
think  there  will  bo  the  slightest  danger:  I 
have  uo  appi"ehension  of  any;  but  if  I  act 
upon  different  principles  now  and  hereafter 
in  a  state  of  jieaco,  from  those  which  1 
adopted  aud  dcfeuded  befora,  I  wish  eve- 
rybody to  understand  tho  reason  for  it  In 
all  countries,  iu  all  iiati()ii.>,  in  a  time  of 
extreme  peril,  cvtreme  aud  somewhat 
questlouable  measures  aro  inevitable. 

Mr.  Johnson — ITie  Senator  does  uot 
uuderstand  me  as  holding  a  different  doc- 
trine, because  I  maintained  that  on  the 
floor  of  tbe  Senate. 

Mr.  Fosseudeu — I  tiust  not.  But  in 
time  of  peace,  when  wo  live  under  a  writ- 
ten Constitution,  it  is  our  duty  to  come 
back  as  fast  us  possible;  to  forget.  If  nec- 
essary, anv  precedent  which  might,  if  made 
in  times  like  these,  have  occasioned  very 
Hcrious  difficulty  and  trouble. 

Now,  sir,  1  have  said  this;  it  is  as  much 
out  of  place  as  anything  I  complained  of 
in  other  gentlemen;  but  I  took  tho  occa- 
sion simply  because  itprcseuted  itself,  and 
it  would  seem  Bomewbat  connectotl  with 
what  has  taken  place.  I  trust  we  shall 
adopt  the  amendment  propo.sed  by  tlie 
honorable  Senator  from  Rhode  Lsjand, 
aud  I  believe  that  if  tho  resolution  be 
passed  in  that  form  it  will  acconipli.di  all 
it  is  desirable  to  accomplish  and  he  en- 
tirely satisfactory. 

Mr.  Howard — At  the  suggestion  of 
some  of  my  friends  I  withdraw  tbe  call 
for  tho  yeas  and  nays.

My  friend  from  Michigan  (Mr.  Howard) 
will  allow  no  to  say  to  him  tb  at  I  do  not 
think  tbe  quPstion  of  whether  the  men  who 
may  present  themselves  as  members  are  fit 
to  come  in  now,  or  whether  the  States  of 
which  they  profess  to  he  representatives 
are  fit  to  come  in  now  aud  act  with  us  and 
ought  to  be  admitted  to  do  so,  is  involved 
in  this  qnestiou  at  all.     He  has  argued  it 
as  if  by  striking  out  thus   portion   of  the 
resolution  we  bad  settled  that.     By  no 
manner  of  means.     If  it  would  do  so,  I 
would  vote  with  him.     We   are  only  set- 
tling, ou  the  contrary,   that  that  question 
shall  be  deferred  until  a  committee  of  both 
branches  have  thoroughly  considered  it  and 
reported  to  this  body;  and  certainly  I  shall 
go  with  bim  us  long  as  I  belive  that  com- 
mittee is  doing  its  duty  in  opposing  action 
uponthe  subject  committed  to  it  until  it  is 
ready  to  enlighten  ns  with  the  information 
it  may  have  received  and  tbe  conclusions 
to  which  it  may  have   arrived,     I  say  this 
simply  to  bar  the  inference,  that  by  this  ac- 
tion iu  amending  it  any  one  who  may  vote 
for  it  means  to  say  or  intimate  that  he  is 
ready  to  act  npon  that  question  now  aud 
admit  anybody  from  any  of  these  so-called 
confederate   States.     Certainly  I  am  not 
one  of  them,  and  yet  I  shall  vote  with 
tbe  honorable  Senator  from  Rhode  Island. 
On  the  other  hand,  I  do  not  agree  with* 
the  honorable   Senator  from   Wisconsin, 
that  by  passing  a  simple  reeolution  raising 
a  committee  of  our  own  body,    ond  refer- 
ring to  it  certain  papers,  if  we  conclude  to 
do  so,  we  are  iufriugiug  upou  the  rights  of 
anybody  or  makiug  an  intimation  with  re- 
gard to  any  policy  that  the  President  may 
have  seen  fit  to  adpot  and  recommended 
to  the  country.

That  lam   dis- 
posed and  ready  to  support  him  to  the  best

The  fricuds  of  Miss  Margaret  Fox,  or 
as  she  claims  to  be  Mr.-.  Dr.  Elisbn  Kent 
Kane,  have  published  a- volume  to  vindi- 
cate her  memory,  they  .say.

next  season.  St.  Louis,  that  t  l<fst  so 
much  by  the  war,  is  again  stretching  out 
her  armb  to  grasp  the  trade  of  the  upper 
Mississippi,  and  she  will  surely  ^et  it, 
unless  Chicago  and  Milwaukee  join  with 
us  in  an  efifort  t  o  relieve  the  Northwest 
from  the  oppression  of  tliose  who  have 
the  carrying  trat'e  in  their  own  bands. 

St.  Louis  will  open  the  sevson   with   a 
new,  daily  line  of  boats,  seven  of  which 
arc  to  be  fitted  up   for  passengers,    and 
seven    exclusively   for   freight.      These 
boats  will   possess    peculiar    advantages 
for  gaining  popular  favor.     The  p.asscn- 
ger    boats    being     unencumbered     with 
trcight.  can  make  better  time,  and  afford 
better  facilities  for  traveling ;    while  the 
frei^t  boats,  having  no  especial  anxiety 
to  make    fast  time,  can   alFord   to  wait 
long  enough  to  take  the    trcight  that    is 
ollerod.    The  season  wdl  be  a  lively  one, 
XJ  immense    piantities   of  wheat  will  be 
brought  in  during  the  winter   and  stored 
in  the  river  towns,  awaiting    the  opening 
ol  navigation.     This  line  will  also  carry 
at  better  rates,    because    it  will  not  be 
controlled  by  an  extortionate   monopoly, 
but  by  the  merchants  of    St.    Louis,  who 
will  accommodate  Minnesota  for  t'oe  sake 
of  g-'tting  our  trade. 

Our  people  are  not  beggars  in  this 
matter.  In  our  weakness  we  cnj^ured 
what  could  not  be  cured,  now  we  are 
growing  stronger  and  consequenty  feci 
more  in»lcpendcnt. 

We  are  not  bound  to  earr)  our  wheat 
to  Chicago  and  pay  o"  cents  per  bushel 
lor  the  privilege,  lor  St.  Louis  will  carry 
it  for  2d  cents  per  bushel.  With  a  crop 
of  from  7,t.tOO,UW  to  lO,OOtJ,Ui.>0  bushels 
ol  gram,  it  is  uot  to  be  aupposed  that  we 
wdl  give  one-third  of  the  crop  to  get  the 
rest  exported  to  Chicago  or  Milwaukee. 
TLcsc  two  cities  can  do  much  to  help  «>. 
They  must  help  us  now,  or  the  wheat  ol 
MinnCoOta  will  find  its  way  to  the  sea- 
board by  the  way  of  St.  Louis,  and  the 
merchants  of  St.  Louis  will  till  cur  stores 
with  their  goods.

at  whatever  price  we  please  t  »  give.  Wc 
can  do  it,  and  we  axe  the  most  Cfrregious 
fools  on  earth  that  wc  dont  di  it. 

Tho  La  Crosse  railroad  ia  nut  a  natural 
highway,  it  is  only  an  invention 
of  human  skill,  but  by  no  mua  is  no  broad 
or  wide,  or  long  as  the  Missi  $ippi  river, 
nor  is  it  so  deep,  nor  so  well  adapted  to 
the  carrying  trade.  Upon  i  lie  banks  of 
that  great  river,  tlitrc  aru  ciiiesas  large 
and  as  rich  as  Milwiiukne  <r  Chicago, 
and  in  some  at  least  of  thosi  cities  their 
merchants  are  ready,  willing :.nd  anxious 
to  buy  our  produce,  as  are  th-!  mcr  ihants 
of  either  ol  the  two  first  namc.i  cities,  and 
by  means  of  the  tiioroughfaie  which  na- 
ture has  made,  wu  can  get  t  ur  produce 
to  just  a^  ready  market,  at  i  n:nch  less 
cost  than  by  railroad. 

There,  too,  at  tilhtr  the  ■  ties  of  St. 
Louis  or  New  Orleans,  wc  ta  i  buy  goods 
that  we  need,  just  as  good  a  id  just  as 
cheap,  as  at  Mdwauk-.e,  Chi*  ago  or  Mil- 
waukee. 

Now  wc  icpeatthat  wa  do  not  care  a 
penny  how  hard  the  river  aid  railroad 
monopolies  press  upon  ns,  i'  from  that 
pressure  we  can  learn  wi  dom.  Our 
natural  market  id  down  the  river,  not 
across  the  river,  and  wc  eat  neatly  hope 
that  our  people— all  tiio  pco['le  of  Minne- 
sota— will  give  the  railroads  j.cold  shoul- 
der, and  make  frien<lsbip  wit  i  the  Mer- 
chant's below.

al)Out  tuniinj  them  out  of  their  homes,  and 
r":,torin^r  the  land  to  th'ir  old  masters,  the 
r  hel.<.  Tho  Independent  ]>riiits  a  ririvato 
letter  from  a  lady  who  aecompanied  Con. 
Howard  on  bis  visit  to  Kilisto  Island.  In 
the  parly  were  Mr.  Fdward  Soabrook. 
owuer  of  a  large  plantation,  aud  Judg** 
Wbnley  of  Charle.-ton. 

Of  this  Whalcy  wo  have  beard  befote 
lie-  wa:J  a  thiftt  rate  lawyer  in  Charleston, 
but  owned  some  slaves  iu  F]<listo,  by  all 
report  a  low-brod,  vulgar  fellow  and  dema- 
pog:ue.  A  most  bitter  and  mean  "cces- 
sioiii-t,  ho  ^vas  the  tirst  t<>  come  cringiuc 
around  tho  commanding'  officer  in  Charles- 
ton, and  to  lake  the  oath  hi  order  to  "savf 
.^ome  of  his  rice  which  had  Im-pii  confiscat- 
ed, and  was  being  distributed  to  thi?  poor, 
lie  ucnt  to  l']disto  as  tho  representative  of 
several  ]>lunters — in  a  .^ort  of  >hne-driver 
capacity. 

When  the  parly  airivcil  at  the  idaud. 
tlioy  were  nceive*!  with  groat  cordiality 
by  the  necroes,  who  e.xt*  m|»orizpd  a  poi  t 
of  cavalry  escort  for  lien,  llowanl.  They 
did  not  dream  what  his  errand  w  it-,  and  a  - 
>enibled  ill  their  meeting  house  to  hear 
what  he  luul  to  say.  Tlicy  had  been  .et- 
l|ed  on  Edisto  by  ihc  govenmieut;  been 
L'i\cn  lands  there,  as  tb.ey  .«uppose<l.  They 
have  built  houses,  got  a  chuirh,  began  to 
work  III"  laud  and  have  a  feeling  of  home. 
Mauy  of  them  had  come  from  the  maiuland, 
e>c;il'iug  from  cruel  masters,  coming  to  the 
Union  army,  and  mauy  have  fought  with  it. 
The  husbands  aud  sons  of  theso  women 
who  cuiiie  to  hear  Lien.  Howard,  had  been 
or  arc  now,  many  of  them,  soldiers.  Tho 
oUl  nuister.s  of  those  who  belongi-d  on  t  hese 
islands  bad  been,  iu  many  case-',  odious. 
This  Whaley  had  burn<'d  up  his  huuses 
when  ho  left  Edisto,  lest  tho  Yankees  should 
have  them,  and  he  had  shot  some  of  his 
iicirroes  to  jirevent  their  running  away 
to  tiio  enemy.  Thoy  call  him  "a  bad  mati." 
When  they  hud  a.ssembled  iu  the  church 
Mr.  Tomlinson,  suiiorioteudent  of  schools 
aiid  (len.  Ilowiud  very  reluctantly  told 
them  that  tliey  had  como  to  consult  them 
about  giviug  up  their  lands  to  the  former 
owuei-s,  tho  IV'sideiit  wanted  them  bolter 
cultivated. 

W'heu  tho  purpose  of  his  x  isil  first 
dawned  upon  their  miuds,  they  wero  in  a 
state  of  agitation,  aud  we  could  _-ee  at  ouce 
how  adverse  they  were  to  the  proposition. 
All  around  us  we  could  hour  "No,  no!" 
"We  cau't  do  it:"  "Neverl"  etc^.te;  and 
it  mado  my  heart  ache  for  tiiem,  they  look- 
ed so  sad,  and  .shook  their  heads  .so  mourn- 
fully, many  of  them  leaving  the  ehureh- 
Geu.  Howard  was  much  airtclcd  and  bog. 
gcd  them  to  slay  aud  hear  him  out.  He 
went  on  trying  to  jiersuade  them  to  fon^ive; 
and  theu  he  out  it  to  vole. 

Tho  vote  did  not  settle  any  thing,  auil  a 
committeo  wjus  appointed  by  the  « (,]ored 
people  to  talk  it  over. 

After  they  jvent  out,  Mr.  Ald<i.  a  l;ed 
them  to   '^in^'iio   of  their  hyinin   for  the 


land  most  forlorn  of  women  ar«» drawn 
out  to  shake  hands  and  twitter  their  ob  e- 
quiousaess,  Thejudu^  moc;  home,  calls 
together  his  clients,  who^e  hundred  tbou- 
saud  acres  he  represent-.  The  next  day  ho 
report.*  that  the  |>lant.r  will  yield  'ho 
matter  of  employment,  and  JeaM-  or  -ell 
the  lands.  AN  liat  the  final  re-MiIt  maybe 
ij  not  known. 

We  add  an  e\lrtit  t  from  a  letter  writ- 
ten by  one  of  the  c(miniittt^  of  the  block 
men  to  Gen.  Howard.  The  (Jeneral  had 
said  in  addi-es-ing  th'Mu  that  h**  had  lo«t 
his  arm  in  the  .-crvie^'  aud  th«>y  mu'^t  »l-o 
be  n-ady  to  make  ^nvrifice?: 

"It  is  with   paip'iil    he>rt;   that  w-    th" 
committee,  addrf  .•-  you.     We  want  honie- 
steadi.     We  were   promised  them  by  the 
governineut.     If  it  does  not  carry  out  the 
promises   its   agents  mad«»  to  us,  if  the 
government,  haviu-,'  concluded  to  befriend 
its  late  ouemie;  mid  lo  neglect  to  observe 
the  principh's  of  commou   faith  between 
it-elf  and  its  allies  in  the  war  you  said  was 
over,  and  now  takes  away  from  them  all 
rijrht  to  the  aoW  they  ?tand  npsn,  s.Tve  such 
a.=  they  can  pet  by  again  working  for  your 
late  eiiemie<.    if  the  government    does  so, 
we  lire  left  in  u  mor»'  unpleasant  condition 
tliau  our  former.     Wo  are  at  the  mercy  of 
those   who  combined  to  prevent   iis  from 
getting  laud  enough  to  lay   our  fathers' 
bones  upon.     We  have  propeaty  in  horses, 
cattle,  eiininjj^s,  and   articles  of  furniture; 
but  wo  are  landless  ami  homeless.  [Going] 
from  the  houses  we  have  lived  in  the  past, 
wo  can  only  do  one  of  throe  things;  step 
iuto  tho  public  road,  on  the  sea,  or  remain 
on  the  lands,  working  as  in  former  times, 
and  subject  to  their  will  a.s  then. 

'You  ask  me  to  forgive  the  land-owuers 
of  our  island.  You  only  lost  yonr  right 
ami  in  war,  iiud  might  forgive  them.  The 
man  who  tied  me  to  a  ti-oe,  and  giive  .me 
thirty-nine  laches,  and  who  stripped  and 
flogged  my  mother  aud  sister,  and  who 
willnot  let  me  stay  in  his  empty  hut,  ex- 
cept I  will  do  his  planting,  and  tie  satisfied 
with  his  pritv,  and  who  combines  with  oth- 
ers to  keep  away  land  from  me,  well  know- 
ing 1  would  not'  have  ainihing  to  do  with 
hiin  if  I  had  laud  of  my  owu,  that  man  1 
cannot  well  forgive.  Does  it  look  as 
if  he  had  forgiven  me,  seeing  how  he  tries 
to  keep  me  in  a  condition  of  helplessness? 
"We  cannot  remtiiu  here  in  such  condi- 
tion; and,  if  the  governmcDt  permits  them 
to  come  buck,  we  ask  it  to  help  «.-  to  roach 
land  where  we  shall  not  be  slave...  nor  com- 
pelled to  work  for  those  who  would  treat 
Qsassnab.  We  have  not  been  treacher- 
ous. We  have  not  from  elfish  motives 
allied  to  u:^  tho.-c  who  suffered  like  u^  from 
a  common  enemy,  aud  then,  bavin::  rained 
our  purpose,  left  our  allies  ut  th-iir  hand  . 
'Pliero  an'  no  rights  secured  to  us.  There 
is  no  law  likely  to  be  made  which  our 
hands  can  reach.  The  Statfl  will  make 
laws  that  wo  shall  uot  be  able  to  hold  l.iud, 
even  if  we  pay  for  il.  Landle«~,  homele-.-, 
votelcts,  we  'can  only  pray  to  God  imd 
hope  for  Hit  help,  your  iofl'ieure  lunl  n-- 
fcistance  " 


In  order  to  find  a  comfortable  stopping 
place  for  tho  family,  he  concluded  to 
start  for  another  stockade  about  ten 
miles  distent.

Whe.vt  Buying. — Persons  who  have 
never  visited  this  city  during  the  exci- 
ting season  of  wheat  buying,  or  witness- 
ed the  modus  operandi  of  the  traffic,  can- 
not readily  comprehend  how  a  business 
of  10,000  bushels  a  day  can  be  curried 
on  in  the  streets,  entirely  outside  and  in- 
dependent of  the  thirty  or  forty  regular 
business  bouses  and  sales-rooms  here. 
Yet  such  is  and  has  been  the  ca6C  during 
the  entire  fall,  and  up  to  the  close  of  nav- 
igation, but  a  few  days  ago.  The  wheat 
trade  is  carried  on  somewhat  alter  this 
style. 

Wheat  buyers,  who  for  the  most  part 
are  but  agents  and  employees  to  heavy 
operators  in  Chicago  and  Milwaukee, 
stand  upon  every  bridge  and  main 
road  leading  into  town,  from  early 
morn  tdl  evening,  watching  lor  the  ap- 

E roach  of  the  loaded  teams  and 
ail  them  as  soon  as  within  speaking 
distance  with :  "  Wbat'll  you  Uke  for 
your  load  of  wheat?"  "  I  don't  know 
what'll  you  give?"  "A  dollar  six. 
That's  the  highest  price— here's  my 
ticket."  "  W^dl,  you  can  have  it  if  that's 
the  highest  price,"  (taking  the  ticket.) 
All  this  is  without  slopping  his  team  or 
even  slackening  pace  ;  for  a  long  line  of 
loaded  tean^rowded  closely  behind  and 
a  temporarj^top  or  halt  would  throw 
No.  1  in  tbe  rear,  and  perchance  place 
him  about  lo  or  lo  at  tho  elevator,  at  a 
loss  of  two  hours  or  more  time. 

The  "ticket"  handed  to  the  teamster 
states  tbe  price  agreed  on,  the  name  of 
the  buyer  and  the  place  where  payable. 
It  also  contains  tbe  conditions  if  No. 
1  wheat ;  this  is  to  be  dctermed  by  the 
inspector  at  tho  elevator,  and  il  No.  2, 
will  be  graded  down  several  cents  per 
bushel  in  price.  It  is  almost  needless, 
however,  to  say  that  nearly  all  well 
cleaned  wheat  passes  as  No.  1,  this  sea- 
son. 

On  goes  the  loaded  team  to  the  eleva- 
tor at  tho  railroad  depot,  the  inspector 
grades,  it  and  weighing  the  entire  load  at 
one  weight,  marks  the  weight  aud  (luality 
upon  the  ticket  and  returns  it  to  the 
teamster  again.  The  unloaded  team 
m-'ves  on ;  another  takes  its  place,  and 
so  on  for  eighteen  hours  of  tbe  twentj- 
four  in  each  day— a  living  mass  o I  agri- 
cultural humanity.  The  presentation  of 
the  ticket  at  the  cashier's  desk,  and  the 
prompt  payment  of  the  greenbacks  there- 
for, complete  the  sin  ;le  transaction  of 
selling  a  load  of  wheat.

The  Dukn  of  Alba,  the  brcthcr-in-law 
of  JTapoleon  the  Third,  is  a  nbort,  little 
man,  who  has  something  i;y  about  bis 
wbolti  manner.  Small  and  wcuk.  his  faci) 
di'pLays  an  alabastt,r  hue,  wbich  gives 
him  a  ghost- like  aspect.  In  Spain  the 
story  is  current  that  the  Duke  was  buried 
before  he  was  bcrn.  When  his  mother 
was  encienU  with  him  ahe  was  so  desper- 
ately ill  that  all  attempts  to  restore  bt.r 
remained  fruitless 

The  Duchess  died  far  away  from  Mad- 
rid, at  a  chateau  which  had  always  bsen 
her  favorite  residence.  She  was  buried 
n  the  family  vatilt ;  and,  as  it  is  the  cus 
torn  of  the  Spautjh  nobilitv:,  several  valu- 
ables, among  others  her  rings,  wei  j  put 
into  bir  cofEi>.  The  '.rdasures  which  had 
been  left  to  oblivioi.  with  tbu  Duchess 
aroused  th»j  cupidity  cl  some  ruffians ; 
they  broke  into  the  vault  the  day  follow- 
ing the  funeral,  robbed  the  dead  wom:tn, 
i^A  would  not  leave  the  coffin  until  they 
bad  plucked  a  flashing  diamond  from  tha 
liorer  ot  the  corpse.  Tb«  diaaiond  was 
on  th<^  litMo  finger  and  it  tvould  not  come 

off. 

Tuts  gave  the  body-snatchers  the  truly 
cannibal  idea  of  cutting  the  finger.  The 
paiu  aroused  the  apparently  dead  woman  ; 
she  came  to  her  sensec,  sat  up  in  hereof- 
tin.  :ind,  by  her  unexpected  wakeninp, 
put  the  robbers  to  flight.  When  they  de- 
parted they  forgot  to  close  the  vault.  The 
DucchsH  found  8uffici«Dt  strength  to  quit 
her  coffin  and  return  to  tie  chateau, 
where  sho  was  at  tirpt  taken  for  a  ghost, 
and  a  priest  was  callfd  to  exorcise  it,  but 
as  be  was  unable  to  banish  the  spectre, 
the  people  in  the  chateau  gradually  began 
to  believe  in  her  corporalexistcncc.  The 
Dacbe^<i8  recovered  and  gave  birth  to  a 
boy,  whi  has  never  lost  the  deathly  pal- 
lor wbich  he  brought  into  the  world  with

1  believe,  oftiecrs  la 
t'.c  roval  household  As  to  the  aJultcry 
committed  by  Mrs.  Brcadvrood  there 
can  be  no  manner  of  doubt  ;'bTit  if  was 
shown  that  Mr.  Broadwood  is  now  living 
with  another  loose  woman,  and  that  he 
had  actually  brought  her  down  to  the 
court  that  day.  Mr.  Justice  Wilde  dis- 
missed tho  case  with  costs  against  the 
wife.

The  cost  of  taking  lumber  with  teams  forty, 
fifty  and  sixty  miles  is  so  great,  compared 
with  the  expense  of  transporting  it  by  rail 
without  change  of  cars,  as  ihay  will  soon  he 
able  to  do  from  St.  Anthony  and  we  could 
do  with  a  railrcad  to  St.  Paul— that  is  clearly 
to  the  interest  of  the  people  of  Southern  Min- 
ncsoci  that  this  road  should  tm  immediately 
const. ucied.  As  it  is,  they  are  at  the  mercy 
of  the  St.  Anthony  section,  and  are  obliged  to 
p.iy  an  exorbitant  price  for  their  lal)or.  Giv- 
ing Stillwater  an  opportunity  to  compete  with 
St.  Anthouy  in  supplying  Southern  Minnesota 
with  lumber,  would  have  the  immediate  tend- 
ency to  bring  tho  price  of  lumber  to  living 
rates.

The  details  gi  ven  us,  as  fol- 
lows, by  one  of  the  jutymen  at  :he  coroner's 
inquest,  are  about  as  near  the  •  orrect  Tersi3n 
as  may  be : 

Patrick  McEntee,  the  murder  ir,  is  about  23 
years  of  age,  and  lightly  built.  He  was  work- 
ing with  a  threiihiag  machine  st  Mr.  J.  S. 
Decker's,  about  two  miles  e:ist  ot  town. 
About  4  o'clock  in  the  afiemoci  of  Monday, 
afaw  unpleasant  and  irritable  words,  passed 
between  McEatee  and  Mr.  1.  U  .  Fadden,  the 
murdered  man,  in  regard  to  ■pn  ising  bundles. 
This  was  thought  nothing  of  by  the  hands  as 
words  as  severe  pass  between  in  livduals  thou- 
feands  of  timea,  causing  no  aftst  -thought  to  ei- 
ther party.  Mr.  Padden  is  an  (  Id  settler,  and 
had  just  returned  from  a  thres  years'  cam- 
paign in  the  army. 

It  is  said  bythe  neigh bors/th>t  he  wa!>  nat- 
urallv  very  passionate,  and  tbi^  passion  caus- 
ed him  often  to  abuse  his  v  ife ;  but  they 
could  tee  nothing  In  his  langua^  e  which  would 
be  regarded  as  sufficient  prov  >caiion  for  so 
foul  an  act.  About  an  hour  late  *  Mr.  McEntee 
said  his  feet  were  damn,  and  m  ide  this  an  ex- 
cuse to  go  to  his  boarding  hou<  v  about  half  a 
mile  distant,  where  it  appears  he  borrowed  a 
revolver  of  a  young  man  boarc  ing  there  from 
Frankford.  He  came  back  o  i  the  run.  It 
being  at  this  juncture  about  d  isk,  and  a  belt 
on  the  machine  having  brok  in,  it  was  '''in- 
cluded best  to  stop  work  for  tl  e  day. 

Mr.  Padden  was  staudiug  leaniog  on  his 
fork,  when  McEntee  walked  i  p  to  him,  and 
said.  "  I  am  ready  to  fight  yoti  now,"  and  or- 
dered him  to  put  down  his  fok  and  takeoff 
his  coat.  This  Padden  reinsed  ;o  do.  McEntee 
then  steppea  back  a  few  feet,  md  took  from 
bis  overcoat  the  revolver,  and  pointing  it  at 
bis  breast,  shot  him  dead  thrc  igh  the  heart '. 
The  murderer  coolly  pat  thi  revolver  into 
his  overcoat  pocket,  put  on  the  coat  and  walk- 
ed deliberately  away.  After  a  few  minutes 
he  came  tack,  and  one  of  the  men  came  ou*. 
of  the  house  and  asked  him  in  o  supper.  He 
said  he  did  not  wish  any  suppi  r  but  told  him 
tu  ask  some  ot  the  men  to  lomeout.  The 
murderer's  father  come  oat,  a  id  they  walked 
to  the  barn  together,  when  he  jumped  on  a 
horse  and  rode  away.  A 11  th  is  was  accom- 
plished without  any  effort  being  made  by  the 
threshers— some  six  or  seven  btout  meo— to 
capture  him,  or  even  notice  «  hich  direction 
the  scoundrel  took  tu  escape. 

A  Coroner's  inquest  waa  he  d  in  about  an 
hour  after  the  transac'ion,  am  a  verdict  ren- 
dered in  accordance  with  the  i  acts. 

Officers  have  been  dlspatche  i  in  all  direc- 
tions atter  the  murder,  but  d  i  to  this  time 
(Wednesday  afternoon)  no  clue  has  been  ob- 
tained aa  to  his  whereabouts  It  is  a  clear 
case  of  wilful,  malicious  mui  der,  and  if  the 
otiender  Is  caught,  will  und  Jubtedly  suffer 
capital  punibbment.

It  is  not  the  thinkiug  men  who  vould  do 
violence  towards  auv  class  of  tr)ops  sent 
among  them  by  the  cencral  govenitnent.  but 
the  ignorant  in  some  places  might,  and  the 
late  slave  too,  who  might  be  imbue  I  with  the 
idea  that  the  properly  of  his  late  mas  :cr  should 
by  right  belong  to  him,  at  least  sh  mid  have 
no  protection  from  the  colored  soldiers. 
There  is  d.inger  of  collision  bein;j  b  otiglR  on 
by  such  causes. 

My  observations  lead  me  to  the  <  onclu^ion 
that  the  citizens  of  the  Southern  itates  are 
anxious  to  return  to  self  government  within 
the  Union,  as  soon  a?  possible;  that  whilst 
reconstructing  they  want  and  re  (iiirc  pro- 
tection Irom  the  government  sui  It  Ui  they 
think  is  required  bv  tho  sovernnv  iit  and  a 
not  humiliating  to  them  as  citizenf  and  that 
If  such  a  course  was  pointed  out  '  lev  w  ouM 
pursue  it  in  good  faith.  It  is  tc  bx  rcgreited 
that  there  could  not  be  a  great  co-n  ingting  at 
this  time  between  tho  citl/.ens  of  t!  e  two  sec- 
tions, and  panicularly  of  those  enU  usted  with 
the  law-maiing  power. 

I  did  not  give  iho  operations  oi  thofreed- 
men's  bureau  that  attention  I  w  luld  ha-a 
done  if  more  time  had  been  at  my  disposal. 
Conversations,  however,  on  the  subject,  with 
officers  connected  with  the  bureau,  led  me  to 
think  that  in  some  of  tho  States  its  atfairs 
have  not  been  conducted  with  good  judgment 
or  economv,  aud  that  the  belief  wii  leiy  spread 
among  the" freedmen  of  the  Soutt  ern  States, 
that  the  lands  of  their  former  owi  ers  will  at 
least  in  part  be  divided  among  then  ,  htfs  come 
to  tho  agents  of  this  bureau.  Th  s  belief  is 
seriously  iutcrforing  with  the  wil  ingness  of 
the  freedmen  to  make  conlracli  fc  r  the  com 
ing  year. 

In  some  form  the  frcedmcn's  I  ircau  b  an 
absolute  necessity  until  civil  lai/  is  eiiab- 
lishcd  and  enforced,  securing  to  th  :  freedmen 
their  rights  and  full  protection,  vt  present, 
however,  it  ia  independent  of  the  iiUitary  e:.- 
Ublishment  ot  ths  country,  and  eems  to  be 
operated  bythedieffrent  agents  of  ho  bureau, 
according  to  their  individual  notiots.  Every- 
where General  Howard,  the  able  ucadof  the 
bureau,  made  friends  by  hU  iust  i  nd  fair  in- 
structions and  advice  he  g.r.u.  B  it  the  com- 
pl.iint  in  South  Carolina  was  that  ^  hen  he  left 
things  went  oa  as  betorc.  Muny,  :crb.ipsthc 
maiority,  of  the  agents  ol  the  frc-  imcjn's  bu 
reau,  advise  the  Ircedmca  that  l''  tlieir  own 
industry  they  must  live.  To  thi  i  end  they 
endeavor  to  secure  employment  for  them,  and 
to  sea  that  both  contracting  partes  comply 
with  their  engagements.  In  jome  cases,  I  am 
sorry  to  sav,  the  freedmen's  miu  1  docs  not 
seem  to  be  disabused  of  the  idea  th.  t  the  frecd- 
inau  has  the  right  to  live,  without  'are  or  pro- 
viiion  for  tbe  future.  Tho  ctlect «  f  the  belief 
in  the  division  of  lands  is  idlene.s  •  and  accu- 
mulation in  camps,  towns  and  citi-  s.  In  such 
cases,  I  ^ink  it  will  bo  found  tht.t  vice  and 
disease  will  teud  to  the  extcrmina  ion  or  great 
destruction  of  the  colored  race. 

It  cannot  ba  expected  that  tl  e  opinions 
held  by  men  of  the  Sout|^  for  y  ars  can  be 
changed  in  a  day,  and  therefore  tl  e  freedmen 
require  for  a  few  years,  not  only  aws  to  pro- 
tect them,  but  tho  fostering  care  of  those  who 
will  "ive  them  f:'.>od  counsel,  anion  whom 
they"  can  rclvT  The  frecdmta's  bureau 
heing  separated  from  tho  mil  tary  estab- 
lishment ot  the  country  requires-  all 
the  expense  of  a  separate  c-gan ration. 
One  does  not  neceasarily  kno\'  what  the 
other  IS  doing,  or  whut  order)  they  are 
actinc  under.  It  seems  to  m*  this  could 
be  corrected  by  requiring  every  of  cer  on  dnty 
with  troops  in  the  gouthcm  ^'tat  ;s  to  act  as 
an  agent  of  the  freedmen's  burei  u  and  then 
have  aH  orders  from  the  head  ot  the  bureau 
sent  through  the  department  c  iminanders. 
ThH  would  create  a  respon-iibilitj  that  would 
create  uniformity  of  action  thrnughont  the 
South,  would  ensure  the  orders  »nd  instruc- 
tions from  the  head  of  the  burea  a  being  car- 
ried out,  and  would  relieve  from  i  uty  and  pay 
a  large  number  ot  employees  of  the  govern- 
ment.

For  a  low  gentonces  Ids  tones 
gradually  grt  ••  low.r,  5o  that  e-eu  Wac'e, 
sitting  at  his  side,  could  not  hear;  then  his 
head  dropped  on  bia  breast— a  common  mo- 
tion with  him  wL^n  h'  had  finished  a  train  of 
thought.

The  feeling  is  gaining  gronnil  among  Inn  n 
men  that  Congress  and  the  President  aT  di 
verginr  from  each  other  in  the  policy  of  tc 
construction.  Union  men  in  Congress  arc 
positive  that  two-thirds  of  Congresi  will  never 
consent  to  the  admission  of  the  Southern 
States,  except  by  a  law  passed  by  both  hous- 
es, and  providing  fur  tbe  most  thorough  gnar- 
anteei  of  equal  and  exact  lastice  to  all  men. 
Judge  Trumbull  has  introduced  a  most 
stringent  bill,  providing  lor  the  protection  cf 
all  men,  under  the  ron3titnti>n,  r-t  whiiiHMr 
color  or  race. 

It  is  rumored  that  the  Fr«si<lcnt  lnte^(^»  to 
immediately  withdraw  ail  the  Provisional 
Governors  in  the  seceded  '  utes,  as  he  has 
done  in  the  case  of  Alabama,  nnd  thus  hand 
those  SUtcs  over  to  their  respective  consiitu- 
"tional  governments. 

The  fact  that  the  President  did  not  send  in 
Gen.  Schnr/.'s  aad  Gen.  Howard's  reports  un- 
til he  could  also  send  in  a  repottfrom  Gen. 
Grant,  giving  the  other  side  of  the  question,  is 
looked  upon  as  exhibiting  a  desire  to  keep  tbe 
policy  ot  immediate  admission  from  being 
prejudiced. 

The  issue  of  the  proclamation  by  Mr.  Sew- 
ard of  the  latification  of  the  Constitutional 
Amendment  io  looked  upon  as  a  direct  blow 
at  the  position  assumed  by  the  L'nion  major- 
ity in  Congress,  as  it  assumes  the  seceded 
States  to  be  in  the  Union.  Judge  Trumbull, 
I  understand,  takes  issue  with  Mr.  Seward  on 
the  point  that  these  States  are  in  the  Union. 
Ho  does  not  think  that  any  power  but 
Concress  has  the  right  to  pass  upon  the  ques- 
tiouT  He  shares  this  opinion  with  nearly  all 
the  Union  men  of  both  Houses.

Slavery   Forever  Dcnd  in   Hie 
I  Bitcd  Slntc».

Tb*  Ftrw  lorrcBponflcnt  of  the  New 
Yoxk  Tribune  ^ayt  tbat  Maximilian  has 
adopted  a  son  cf  Rurbidc,  a  lormcr  Km- 
peror  of  Mexico,  as  Uis  succeMor  to  the 
throne  of  thmt  conntry .  anil  that  Madame 
Tturfcjde — th»»  widow  ol  the  I'mporor — i 
resident  cf  Philadi-lplia  sinoe  the  violent 
death  of  Lcr  bnsband  i.-*  "»w  in  Paris  on 
a  secret  visit  npon  the  V^usiness  of  the 
proposed  adoption.  The  name  of  Itur- 
bide  recalls  an  interesting  chapter  of  the 
revolutionary  history  of  Mexico.  He  was 
a  Spaniard  by  birth,  .tnd  being  in  com- 
mand of  a  royalist  army  in  Southern 
Mexiv.0.  in  1^21,  conceived  the  design  of 
emancipating  Mexico  from  the  Spanish 
yoke,  which  he  accomplished  successfully, 
rapidly  ar.d  without  bloodshed.  In  1SJ2, 
the  people  and  garrison  ol  Mexico  pro- 
•"laimcd  him  Emperor— the  army  and 
the  Mcs!' an  Congreaa  ratifying  the  nom- 
'T39t!on  s!)J  Con^reps  afterwards  de- 
clared lb<c  < Town  hereditary  in  tha  Itur- 
t'ide  family . 

Bat  be  was  not  long  able  ti<  maintain 
hi?'  authority  Another  revolution  under 
Santa  Anna,  who  proclaimed  a  Republic, 
broke  out  and  forced  him  to  resign  his 
■  rown  in  1S23.  He  went  abroad  to 
ftaly  with  a  yearly  pension  o(  .*J5,'.KX>. 
In  May,  1821  be  embarked  from  Kogland 
for  Mexiio.  and.  with  a  view  to  recover 
hia  lost  empire,  landed  \n  disguise  upon 
the  coa^t.  The  Mexican  Government, 
apphaed  ot  his  leaving  Italy,  bad  pro- 
icribed  him  35  d  traitor.  He  wa:i  seized 
while  endeavoring  to  reach  the  inte- 
rior of  Mexico,  and  was  shot.  The  wife 
of  Iturbide  and  his  two  children,  who  had 
also  landed  in  Mexico,  received  lib- 
er»l  treatm<>nt  from  the  Mexican  Govern- 
ment. The  pension  promised  to  Itur- 
bide on  bia  abdication  was  continued  to 
his  widow,  on  condition  that  she  should 
reside  in  Colombia  or  the  United  States. 
She  chose  Pbiladslphiaa?  her  rendezvous, 
and  has  since  lived  there  in  dignified  re- 
ttrexnent  for  forty  years,  occupied  with 
mlh  the  education  of  her  children.  A 
fiew  dtkji.  ago  we  published  a  paragraph 
to  the  effect  that  she  was  then  in  Phila- 
delphia. It  was  probably  designed  to 
ccacea!  lb>»  fact  of  h«r  visit  to  Pans. 


Mississippi,  after  first  rejecting  the 
Ccnstituticnal  Amendment,  baa  at  last 
ratified  it  with  certain  curious  ijoalffica- 
timia.  One  is  that  the  assent  of  the  leg- 
islature ahall  not  be  construed  as  abridg- 
ing the  i^overeignty  of  the  State,  nor  into 
a  consi'Dt  that  Congresu  may  abolish  sla- 
very in  .iny  State  that  refusea  to  ratifj'. 
They  don't  !5>-cni  to  know  dowu  theie 
rhiit  the  assent  of  three-fourths  of  the 
States  makes  (be  Amendment  operative. 
Another  proviso  i«  that  the  r-econd  sec- 
tion •'shall  not  be  construed"  as  a 
grant  of  power  to  Congress  to  legislate 
in  respect  to  the  frcedmen,  and  here  we 
quote  a  trenchant  paragraph  from  the 
N.  Y.  TiiLuju  ■ 

Apropos  ot  the  trev<iiutn,  lU-.s  same  Lepisla- 
lare  saw  lit  to  pass  a  l;;'.v  prohibiting  frcedmen 
from  reatinj;  or  leasing  lands — a  specimen 
trick  of  the  house  tlicy  mean  to  build  lor  the 
freedaien  tolivein.  The  President  btraight- 
wsy  ordered  this  law  to  I  e  disrcgnrded,  and 
Gen.  Howard  issued  an  order  to  Col.  Thomas 
to  continue  to  protect  the  freedmen  in  the 
right  to  lease  lands.  That  is  all  right  and 
proper  aod  nccsijarr,  but  does  It  not  properly 
raise  a  qaestica  as  to  the  precise  condition  of 
a  State  wherein  the  the  Frcsidentjmay  nullify 
a  law  tiv  hii  executive  order  "  Is  Mississippi 
reconstruced,  or  i;  she  not "  If  she  is,  bow 
-an  the  President  tnterfere  with  htr  m'jniti- 
tal  affairs "  If  she  is  not,  wliat  right  ha:  she 
tc  raiuy  a  Consiituuonal  Ain'.n<lment 

The  same  point  wiav  be  made  as  to  a 
hundred  other  cases  oT  executive  mterpo- 
«tion  in  the  reconstrncfed  States.  But 
lust  now  when  the  Pre?ident  rertihcs  to 
•be  <:ompktene?fi  cf  reconstruction  in  the 
ex-rcbel  State?  and  i?  asking  for  their 
recognition  by  (.  ongrcss  as  co-equal 
States  of  the  Ision,  there  i«  a  peculiar 
and  racy  pert  inemy  in  the  above  cress- 
questioning  of  the  TiibuHt.  «

A  '  crresp'jodent  <>f  the  Milnaukee  Senti- 
nel writea  from  Wi«!,hiBcton  tbat  the  ameud- 
ment  which  alone  t  nf bled  the  Stevens  reso- 
lution to  get  t!irough  the  Senate,  without, 
however, imparing  its  efficiency,  waa  prepa- 
red by  Senator  Hc.vc,  vl  Wisconsin,  though 
iDtroda'C'l  '-y  Senator  Anthony  of  Rhode 
Island.  The  rc»olution  and  amendment  were 
approved  by  Senators  Saulsbary,  Doolittle, 
Guthrie,  of  Kentucky,  and  others,  and  advo- 
tated  by  Senator-  Trumbull,  Fesscnden  and 
others.  Concerning  the  debate  and  Senator 
noolittle"»  Jorensic  powers,  this  correspond- 
ent say^ : 

"Senttor  Dooiiitle  has  no  superior  in  the 
Senate  as  a  speaker;  bis  magnificent  voice 
penetrate!?  to  the  remotest  nook  of  the  galle- 
ries, and  his  impressive  manner  secures  an 
attentive  audience.

The  State  bad  always 
bad  Liws  to  compel  white  vagrants  to 
work,  and  it  must  now  coerce  the  blacks 
in  the  same  way.  I  told  him  of  the  sys- 
tem in  use  in  India  with  the  ryota  on  in- 
digo and  tea  plantations,  and  explained 
Mr.  Maine's  i-ontraot  law  to  him,  and 
asked  whether  be  thought  such  a  plan 
would  be  efUcaciotis  here.  lie  thought 
it  might,  if  whipping  were  insisted  on  aa 
a  part  of 


In  the  Senate  on  the  iOih,  the  {ueation 
b»ung  on  reading  the  report  of  Gen.  Carl 
Scharz.  accompany  in;^  the  Messa !^e  of  the 
President  on  the  condition  of  th  •  South, 
the  followiiifj  debaf »»  oi'cuired  : 

Mr.  Snmner — At  any  rafo  we  «  an  begin 
it;  it  is  a  very  important  dcrument.

There  ^is  no 
whitewash  about  it.  It  was  a  fair  and 
clear  statement  ol  facts,  called  1  ir  by  the 
Senate.  Ue  thought  the  repovi  of  lien- 
Schur :  had  better  be  piict'd  •'^gethcr 
with  the  other  documents. 

The  reading  of  General  Schu:  's  rei^ort 
was  coomenced,  but  the  Clerh  bad  not 
proceeded  far  Then 

Mr.  Sherman  (Rep.,  Uhio,)  moved  that 
the  further  reading  be  di^pen;  .d  with. 
and  that  the  report  be  printed. 

Mr.  Sumner — I  will  not  objt  .1  to  that 
if  the  Senator  from  Ubio  thinks  that  it  is 
proper  that  wc  should  on  tbiu  inportant 
occasion,  dispense  with  the  re  iding.  I 
think  the  Senate  could  not  listen  to  any. 
thing  of  more  importance  than  i  bat  accu- 
rate and  authentic  report,  regarding  the 
actual  condition  ot  things  in  the  c  States. 
Here  is  an  eminent  citizen,  latel/  a  Major 
General  in  the  army  of  the  Unit  id  States, 
aent  on  a  special  mission  by  the  President 
to  visit  these  States  and  report  upon 
their  condition.  Ue  bas  made  bis  visit, 
not  hasty,  like  General  (rrant.  for  in- 
stance, or  tome  other  officers  o  *  citizens, 
but  a  visit  occupying  time,  ami  extend- 
ing through  the  diH'erent  State i,  and  be 
bas  recorded  the  results  in  an  elaborate 
document.  Now,  sir,  if  the  qneetion 
were  a  trivial  one,  or  if  it  weic  a  tran- 
sitory question,  I  would  thinl  with  the 
Senator  from  Ubio,  that  it  had  I'Ctter  not 
bt  read.  If  the  Senator  insist-  upon  bis 
motion  I  shall  nut  object. 

Mr.  Sherman  bad  no  doubt  ll  at  the  re 
port  of  General  Schur.:  was  i  laborato, 
able  and  interesting.  He  would  much 
prefer  to  read  it,  however,  than  to  hear  it 
read,  where  there  was  confusion  and 
noise,  as  in  the  Senate  chaaber.  He 
would  say,  also,  that  it  was  <  nusual  to 
read  such  documents.  No  locnment 
was  usually  read  to  the  Senate  '.tceptthe 
message  of  the  President  of  tl  e  United 
States.  Even  the  report  of  tlic  Secre- 
tary of  the  Treasury,  full  of  in  formation 
of  paramount  importance  toth<:  country, 
having  views  affecting  the  great  financial 
interests  of  the  country,  was  not  read, 
but  ordered  to  be  printed.  If  the  prac- 
tice of  reading  all  documents  dent  to  the 
Senate  were  to  prevail,  there  would  be 
no  time  tor  business. 

Mr.  Doolittle  (Rep.,  Wis.)-  The  Sen- 
ator from  Massachusetts  gave  expression 
to  one  remark  which  brought,  i  leenn  to 
mc,  injustice  to  himself,  and  which  be 
ought  to  qaahfy,  if  not  altogetl  er  to  re- 
tract. Speaking  of  the  me99a;e  just  re- 
ceived from  the  President,  he  s  tid  it  was 
like  the  whitewashing  message  of  Frank- 
lin Pierce  to  cover  the  trans  ictions  in 
Kansas ;  and  tbat  the  allairs  in  these 
States  sought  to  be  covered  up  i  nd  white- 
washed by  the  President,  were  much 
worse  than  those  in  Kansas.  *«ow.  Mr. 
President,  I  think  the  Senator  fi  om  Mass- 
achusetts must  have  let  fall  thai  express- 
ion without  giving  it  sutlicient  thought.

A  keen   obserter  will  at  once   notice 
that  tbe  people  oi  tbe  North  and  of  the 
South  are  eeparated   iDtfllectually  and 
tuoraUy  more  widely  than  they  are  separ* 
atcd  geographically  and  politically.     Uc 
will  quickly  noto  tbe  fact,  that  the  beads 
of  tb«  people  arc  far  smaller — by  several 
sizes— on  an   average,   in  the   Southern 
than  in  the  Northern  States.     If  he  is  an 
expert  phrenologist,  be  will  not  fail  to 
mark  bow   undeveloped,   as  contrasted 
with  tbe  Northern  people  ol  similar  rank, 
arc  tbe  moral  and   intellectnal   faculties  :

I  looked 
everywhere,  but  looked  in  vain,  to  see 
that  soft,  spiritual  eye  which  is  so  ''om- 
mon  among  the  women  of  refinement  and 
culture.     "The  women  here,"  said  a  lady 
at  Charleston,  *'look  as  if  they  bad  never 
been  kissed."    It  was  a  happy  expression 
of  an  impression  tJ:at  was   made  on  me 
everywhere.     Ab  .'  it  is  a  terrible  rf'V^ngc 
which  the  slave  has  inflicted  on  the  vrbitc 
race.     He  who   defrauds  the  poor,  loses 
tho  power  of  moral   insight ;    be    who 
whips  a  woman,  whatever  ber  condition, 
loses  tbe  power  of  loving    tenderly.    A 
spiritual  love  idealizes  the  face  ;  there  is 
no  mistaking   its   presence ,  but  I  have 
never  f ?en  it  manifested  anywhere  in  the 
South.

Forced  loans 
of  money  aud  other  property  are  constantly 
Ijelng  collected  by  the  Imperial  soldiers  at  the 
point  of  the  bayonet,  and  citizens  who  demur 
to  such  iroatmtnt  in.ur  the  penalty  of  death 
or  iratirisonracnt. 

Some  additional  correspondence  passed 
.Vixiutiha  beginning  of  the  month  between 
Gen.  Wtitzcl,  commanding  the  United  States 
f^oops  on  the  Rio  Grande,  and  Gen.  Mejia, 
the  iTPpeiiiil  commander  nt  Maumoras,  each 
urging  picvances  infiictod  by  the  other.

McConkey)  in  a  little  log  cabin  on  Ueaeh-sti 
The  first  visit  he  made  to  the  sc  lool,  hu  fjunu 
three  white  children,  two  hi  If-brceds  and 
three  t'ull blooded  Sioux,  la  attendance.  He 
gave  many  interesting  inctdtuts  connected 
with  this  school,  but  our  spice  forbids  us 
noticing  them  further.

A  terrible  tragedy  occurred  on  the  morning 
of  yesterday  on  \Vest  Lake  street,  between 
DespUincs  and  Union.  Six  men  ia  the  prime 
of  life  were  stricken  down  in  mortal  agony 
by  the  e»cape  ot  gas  from  a  piut  in  their  sleep- 
ing room.  Five  were  found  dead,  and  the 
other  so  near  the  edge  of  the  tomb  that  his 
recovery  is  very  doubtful. 

Six  men  retired  to  rest  on  Saturday  night, 
tue  time  ranging  from  eleven  o'clock  till  a  lit- 
tle past  midnight.  At  right  o'clock  yesterday 
morning,  breafefast  being  ready  below,  the 
borders  were  summoned,  and  after  waiting  a 
whde  without  any  of  the  occupants  of  that 
room  making  their  appearance,  the  proprietor 
went  up  to  hasten  them.  A  knock  at  the  door 
being  unahswered,  and  a  second  and  a  third 
lime  meeting  with  no  response,  the  door  was 
opened.  A  terrible  stench  met  the  intruder, 
forcing  him  to  beat  a  hasty  retreat— tho  i-oom 
was  full  of  gas. 

Through  the  opened  door  the  poisonoos 
motcrLii  niMied,  ailing  tbe  whole  upper  pto- 
ry,  and  presently  the  ordinary  atmosphere 
I  had^aintd  admission  sufficient  to  allow  of 
I  the  rooiu  btiug  explored.    A  horrible  sight 
met  tbu  view.    Six  inanimate  forms  lay  ia 
the  stillness  of  the  grave,  their  laces  swoilea, 
their  mouths  filled  with  froth.    All  are  dead !  ; 
No  not  all:    A  slight  movement  is  percepti- j 
ble  in  out  of  those  bodies,  a  hurried,  shcrt, 
yet  slowly  perceptible  breathing  in  that  sti- 
fling atmo;phere.    He  is  seized  and  carded 
out  into  another  room  and  medical  attend- 
ance sumrajoed.    He  lives ! 

Subsequent  search  revealed  the  avnue 
through  which  the  destroying  angel  had  en- 
tescd  to  do  his  fell  work.  In  the  centre  of 
that  low  ceding  the  end  of  a  gas  pipe  protru- 
ded into  the  room,  closed  in  the  absence  of 
tho  "  fixtures  "  The  careless  workman  who 
had  undertaken  to  block  up  the  end,  hud  put 
OB  a  cap  much  too  large,  slipping  over  quite 
freely,  without  any  fit  of  the  threads  ot  the 
saews  by  which  the  joints  of  the  piping  are 
uitially  connected.  .  -         .

Interview  with  the    Pr«sldenl. 

A  correspondent  of  the  Chirago  Tribune 
gives  some  particulars  of  an  interview  be- 
tween Messrs.  Wilson  and  Price,  inembersof 
Congrcfs  from  Iowa,  and  President  Johnson. 
Mr.  Wilson  expressed  hia  own  views,  which 
were  adverse  to  the  President's  policy,  very 
fully.  He  endeavored  to  elicit  from  the  Prei. 
ident  a  clear  definition  of  the  lino  of  action 
be  meant  to  pursue  toward  Congress— 
whether  he  meant  to  recognize  the  vight  of 
Congress  to  deteriaine  upon  the  mode  of  re- 
organizing and  restoring  the  rebel  States  to 
the  Union  according  to  the  views  of  the  ma- 
jority of  both  Houses,  or  whether  his  purpose 
was  to  bring  the  influence  of  patronage,  and 
other  agencies  at  his  command,  to  bear  in  or- 
dcr  to  secure  an  Indorsement  and  adoption  of 
his  own  plan  of  reconstruction.  The  follow- 
ing  Is  a  synopsis  of  the  President's  reply : 

The  President  stated  that  he  waa  auxions 
to  avoid  a  division  among  the  friends  of  his 
administration  In  Congress:  that  ho  would 
?eg"et  w  see  any  difficulties  arise  between 
them  and  the  Executive.  He  then  proceeded 
to  review  at  length  his  policy  of  rcconstrnc-

The  W'c)  Id's  Wasbington  special  savs  the 
Secretary  of  State  has  directed  the  I'.  S.  At- 
torney to  keep  a  vigilant  watch  of  all  vessels 
sailing  for  Mexican  ports,  and  to  seize  all  con- 
traband articles.  The  parties  in  New  York 
eniaged  in  this  business  allege  that  they  have 
a  carrier  route  entitled  "  The  Maximilian 
Express  Company."  Some  facts  will  shortly 
be  mado-public  showing  up  the  matter  more 
detinitely.

worth party.  The  Secretary  has  all  the  pa 
pers  and  documents  relating  to  the  subject, 
andwill  render  his  decision  in  a  few  days. 

The  Tirne»'  WashiDtrtiin  s^-.ccial  says  the 
Secretary  of  Treasury,  not  the  Commissioner

exportation,  m  the  same  form  and  manner 
prescribed  for  shipments  to  foreign  ports  in 
the  amended  circular,  dated  May  1st  1S6"',  one 
of  which  entries  will  be  transmitted  to  the 
Collector  or  other  officer  of  the  Customs  at 
the  frontier  post  through  which  the  goods  are 
to  pa.--s.  and  he  will  examine  the  packages  to 
ascertain  if  ihey  agree  in  all  respects  with 
those  described  in  the  entry.  If  the|packages 
are  found  to  agree  the  officer  ot  customs  will 
permit  rhem  f^  be  sent  forward  without  de- 
tention to  ihe  place  ot  destination,  and 
will  execute  on  the  back  of  said  entry  a 
certificate  thai  the  packages  ot  merchandise 
dcscril)e<l  in  the  entry  for  exportation  to  Can- 
ada or  other  British  Provinces,  have  been  duly 
Inspecied  at  that  port  and  delivered  for  ex- 
portation as  aforesaid.

assistance  and  removed    the  !>uiciOe  to  the 
Central  District  Police  sUtioo,  when  he  was 
waited  upon  by  a  skillful  physician,  who  ap- 
plied the  right  antidotes  and  saved  the  officer's 
life,    as    he  believed,  to   serve    hi.-  country 
again  in  the  next  civil  war.    The  otilcer.  how- 
ever, wouldn't  stay  cured,  and  waa  /esterday 
again  detected  in  an  attempt  to  teminate  hi» 
existence  by  inhaling  chloroform.     This  sec- 
ond attempt  was  made  at  the  Merc  ihtile  Li- 
brary, where  he  was  discovered  ri  dining  in 
an  arm-chair   inhaling  the  poisonous    odor 
from  his  hat,  into  the  crown  of  whi  :h  he  had 
emptied  a  viil  of  the    poison.    Ill'  life   was 
again  saved  by  the  interterente  of  ttrangers. 

— Dr.  John  \V.   Hughes  was  ;onvicted 
at  Cleveland,  last  Friday,  of  muider  in  the 
first  degree,  for  shooting  Miss  Taiazen  Par- 
sons at  Bedford,  ^a  few  miles  from  1  Cleveland) 
on  the  ?th  of  August,  18(i-5.     rhe  c  rcumstan- 
ccs  of  the  crime  were  peculiar.    D:.  Hughes, 
a  married  man,  with  one  child,  had  settled  in 
Bedford,  where   he  gained  the  aTectionaof 
Mi»s  Parsons,  a  girl  of   seventeen,  and  efTect- 
«d  her  ruin.    They  lied  to  Pitubirgin  De- 
cember, 1854,  where  a  forged  dlvoice  was  ex- 
hibited and  a  form  of  marriage  go  le  through 
and  where  Hughes  was  arrested  fcr  bigamy. 
He  was  sentenced  to  the  Penitentla  y  of  Penn- 
sylvania,  in   January,  but  soon    pardoned, 
through    the  agency   of    his  des  uted   wife. 
The  infatuation    for  Tamzen   Ptrsons  still 
strong  upon  him,  he  sent  his  wile  and  child 
to  England,  their  native  country,  1  nd  coiitin- 
ned  his  illicit  suit,  meeting,  howc  'er,  the  op- 
position of  Miss  Parsons  and  of  her  family. 
Baffled,  disgraced  and  stung  to  >  ladaess,  he 
took  to  drink,  and  ended  the   complication  in 
a  murder  committed  in  open  da'<',  upon  the 
main  street  of  the  village.    Dr.    Hughes  is  a 
man  of  thirty-nin*  years,  of  superior  educa- 
tion and  retined  manners,  and  has  borne  him- 
self through  the  trial  with  adimn<  ss  that  was 
not  shaken  e^en  by  the  drtad  .sentence 


cers,  for  the  cancellation  ot  the  bonds.  In  all 
cases  these  regulations  will  t>e  enforced  on 
and  afier  the  first  of  January,  1S6G. 

The  Herald's  Washington  dispatch  states 
that  General  W.  J.  Strong.  Inspector  General 
on  General  Howard's  staff,  returned  to  Waxh- 
ington  yesterday,  frotn  a  three  months'  tour 
In  the  Sonthwest.  He  reports  affairs  in  the 
interior  of  Texas  in  a  deplorable  coodition 
Much  destitution  exist.s  among  the  blacks  and 
whites.  The  blacks  are  willini?  to  work,  but 
the  whiles  are  i.ot  in  a  condition  to  employ 
them.  The  latter  also  miiversally  compUined 
of  bad  treatment  and  violation  of  such  con- 
tracts as  had  been  entered  into.  Bitter  hos- 
tility to  the  Government  and  general  reck- 
lessness prevailed. 

So  great  was  the  ignorance  that  the  whites 
scarcelv  knew  the  war  was  ended,  and  the 
blacks  thought  themselves  yet  slaves. 

When  President  Johnson's  bro'her  waj  «c 
cidently  wounded  by  the  discharpe  of  a  j:un, 
a  number  of  surgeons  were  applied  to  lor  pro- 
fessional treatment.  Each  one  refused  his 
services  upon  the  ground  that  he  was  the 
brother  of  the  President  and  he  was  obliged 
to  send  nearly  four  hundred  miles  for  a  Fed 
eral  surgeon,  and  died,  solely  for  the  want  of 
prompt  surgical  aid. 

Nfw  Yoi!K,Dec. 'J5. 

The  \yorld'$  Washington  dispatch  says  the 
presence  of  Clarence  \.  Seward,  in  the  city, 
revives  the  rumor  in  circulation  some  time 
since,  that  a  Congressional  inquio'  will  prob- 
ably be  made  concerning  the  alleged  tact  of 
his  being  interested  in  Mexican  speculations 
under  Maximilian  while  acting  Secretary  ot 
State,  and  supposed  to  be  privy  to  the  inten- 
tions of  our  government  to  warn  the  empire. 

'fhc  Tribune's  waiihington  di>>patch  says 
that  Gen.  Augur  has  directed  a  thorouith  in- 
vestigation of  the  Christmas  riot  at  Alexan- 
andria,  and  has  ordered  the  commanding  of- 
ficer at  that  place  not  to  surrender  any  of  the 
offending  parties  to  the  demand  of  the  civil 
authorities,  but  to  refer  all  such  demands  to 
the  commanding  ofTlcer  of  the  Department. 

W.vsiitxoTON,  Dec.  'JS. 

The  National  Intelligtncer  says  upon  au- 
thority competent  to  conclude  such  a  ques- 
tion,  we  announced  that  the  published  state- 
ments to  the  effect  that  a  loan  of  SIOO,000,0()0 
was  upon  the  occasion  of  his  recent  visit  to 
New  York,  tendered  to  Mr.  Secretary  McCul- 
loch  by  National  Banks  arc  sheer  fabrications. 
The  Secretary  has  not  at  present  any  need  of 
a  loan,  and  should  such  f«come  necessary,  it 
would  not  t»e  accepted  from  the  banks,  but 
would  be  solicited,  and  doubtless  without 
tront>le  immediately  be  obtained  from  the 
people. 

Washington,  Dec.  28. 

It  was  recently  decided  bv  the  Paymaster 
General's  Department,  that  Provost  Marshals 
and  other  members  of  the  Board  of  Enrol- 
ment, are  not  entitled,  when  discharged,  to 
the  three  months'  pay  proper,  under  the  act 
of  March  'id,  18()-5;  nor  to  traveling  allow- 
ances to  their  homes.

Brevet  Major  Riley, 
4ih  artillery,  one  of  the  participants  in  the 
Rush  Barracks  riot^  last  summer,  has  been 
cashiered.

Tho  irorW*  Washington  dispatch  sars  the 
treasurer  of  schools  and  finances  of  the 
Freedman's  Bureau  has  just  returned  from  a 
tour  through  the  Southern  States,  having  es- 
tablished freedmen's  saving'-.  Iiinks  at  Itich- 
mond,  Washington,  Charleston  Hcau'ort,  Sa- 
vannah, Mobile,  New  Orlean',  Vicksburg, 
Unntiville,  Nashville,  Memphis,  and  Louis- 
ville. He  states  that  all  classei  in  the  States 
recently  in  rebellion  are  fast  becoming  recon- 
ciled to  their  new  station,  but  it  will  be  neces- 
sary for  the  Government  to  keep  a  strong 
force  in  these  States  for  some  time  longer,  to 
secure  justice  to  all.

Stevens— President  pnd 
tlic  Ra4llcals. 

Corr-.'pondencc  Boston  Traveller. 

Washixuton,  Dec.  19.  18GJ.— Thad, 
Stevens  opened  in  the  llouaa  last  eve- 
ning  upon  the  subject  of  reconstruction 
with  his  long-ruBgc  artillery.  It  was  a 
great  speech  in  it«  wa)- — bold,  extrava- 
gantly radical  in  its  positions,  and  if  not 
eloquent  yet  impressive  in  parts.  It  was 
written,  and  Mr.  S.  read  it  very  slowly 
from  the  manuscript,  occasionally  stumb* 
ling  over  his  own  chirography.  Yet  it 
Wits  a  wonderful  sight :  this  old  man — 
over  80  years — commanding  the  atten- 
tion oi  the  entire  House  (and  a  part  of 
the  Senate)  for  an  hour  or  more,  while 
he  uttered  the  most  radical  and  extreme 
opinions.  The  speech  has  probably  not 
twenty  supporters  in  the  House.  It  is  gen- 
erally the  case  with  his  measures  ;  he  is  in  a 
small  minority.  Vet  as  a  man  he  seems 
to  lead  the  House,  and  to  always  obtain 
the  tirst  position.  It  was  thought  that 
when  the  Speaker  left  him  oil  the  Ways 
and  Means  that  he  would  no  loager  be 
the  leader  in  the  House ;  but  instead  of 
that  being  a  fact,  it  is  true  (hat  if  he  had 
been  lift  on  the  Ways  and  Means  he  would 
have  Isst  the  leadership  of  the  House,  for 
the  Speaktr  rules  ihot  the  Chairman  of 
ibo  new  Committee  of  Appropriations  is 
the  leader  of  the  House. 

THE   FKESIDEI.T  and  TUE   r.ADIC.VtS. 

The  Tresident  does  not  attempt  to 
hide  his  dissatisfaction  with  Mr.  Stevens' 
course.  He  says  that  he  will  have  no 
trouble  in  getting  along  with  the  fair- 
minded  Republicans,  but  he  cannot  act 
in  harmony  with  such  men  as  Stevens. 
In  speaking  in  this  manner  it  is  not  as  an 
executive  but  as  a  part  of  the  law-making 
power  of  the  country  which  he  is.  No 
bill  (unless  parsed  by  a  two-thirds  vote 
and  over  a  veto)  is  a  law  without  his  sig- 
nature— hence  he  is  deeply  interested  m 
the  legislalion  of  Congress.

To  the  sentiment "  The  Army  and  Navy," 
Major  General  Hancock  was  called  upon  to 
respond  for  the  army.  On  rising  he  was 
greeted  with  tbc  most  enthusiastic  demonstra- 
tions of  applause,  the  whole  comp.iny  rising 
aad  cheering  for  several  minutes.  The  Gen- 
eral spoke  as  follows : 

SPEECH  OF  OtLXEBAL  H.'.XCOCK. 

It  is  a  matter  of  sincere  gratification  to  me 
that  I  am  enabled  to  be  present  at  this  cele- 
bration of  the  anniversary  of  the  Landing  of 
the  Pilgrims.  No  events  in  our  history  have 
a  Stronger  interest  to  me  than  those  which  in- 
spired that  band  of  colonisu  to  seek  an  asy 
lum  on  our  shores,  and  those  which  resulted 
from  their  movements  after  they  had  landed 
on  Plymouth  Rock  and  thus  established  the 
birthday  of  New  England  on  the  22d  ot  De- 
cember, 1620.  Miles  Standish  and  his  men 
soon  impressed  upon  the  page  of  history  that 
character  for  the  soldiers  of  New  England, 
which  to  the  present  day,  as  we  have  lately 
had  abundant  evidence  to  confirm,  has  pro- 
\  en  a  characteristic  of  that  people. 

Loving  the  pursuits  of  peace  ratherthan  the 
turmoil  of  war,  they  nevertheless  are  ever 
ready  to  engage  in  a  cause  which  thcv  deem 
just,  for  the  honor  of  the  country,  and  for  the 
great  interests  of  civilization.  During  the 
Kreat  rebellion,  which  now  appears  to  be  prac- 
tically ended,  no  soldiers  fought  with  more 
constancy,  courage  or  earnestness  of  purpovc 
than  those  of  New  England.  And  smcc  the 
war  has  closed  none  have  been  more  ready 
than  thcv  to  put  aside  their  arms  and  resume 
the  pursuits  of  civil  life.  With  that  people 
war  is  not  a  passion,  but  it  i."  reported  to  tiy 
them  as  a  final  arbitrament,  only  when  reason 
and  all  other  honorable  means  have  failed.  In 
view  of  the  recent  reduction  of  our  armies  the 
present  indications  are  that  our  country  will 
soon  not  be  in  a  state  of  preparation  tor  hos- 
tilities sf  magnitude,  so  far  as  the  organization 
of  troops  on  a  war  footing  is  concerned ;  but 
it  must  not  be  forgotten  that  wc  have  armies 
among  the  people,  whose  memljers  arc  ready 
at  their  country's  call  to  put  on  the  armor 
they  have  just  laid  aside,  and  that  we  have 
oflicers  an4  soldiers  who  have  had  more  ex- 
perience in  modern  warfare  th.in  these  -'t  rny 
other  nation. 

So  long  as  New  England   has  such  men  as 
Terry,  Barlow,  Miles,  Potter,  Siannard,  Mower 
and  Ames,  and  many  other  young  generttKof 
like  great  merit  aud  renown,  she  need  not  fear 
that  during  their  generation  her  troops  may 
not  be  ably  led.    The  presence  of  such  men 
in  battle  will  be  a  power  which  cannot  fail  to 
inspire  their  troops  with  ambition,  and  to  in- 
sure victory  to  their  arms.    .\s  this  character- 
istic was,  for  the  most  part,  lost  to  us  in  the 
last  great  contest,  particularly  in  its  earliest 
days,    I  desire  to  impress  upon  von  the  im- 
portance of  cherishing  such  men  for  the  fu- 
ture honor  and  glory  of  the  country.    Much 
credit  has  been  given  the  army,  and  praises 
without  stint  have  been  accorded  by  a  grateful 
people  to  its  generals.    We  have  kad  many 
generals,  among  whom  the  honors  have  l)een 
divided,  and  whose  fame  will  live  in  more 
enduring  forms  than  in  wreaths  of  laurel ; 
but  during  the  periods  of  our  greatest  perils 
we  had  but  one  Minister  of  War,  and  during 
his  administration  substantial  victories  crown- 
ed our  arms ;  one  who  has  been  uneciualled  in 
furnishing   the   means   of  war   and  placing 
them  in  the  hands  of  our  generals ;  one  who 
rivalled  Carnot  in  all  that  is  accorded  to  him 
of  preparation,  and  one  who  never  faltered, 
however  dark  the  hour.    And  shall  we  not 
also  honor  him  ?    I  know  him  to  be  generous 
and  mindful  ot  faithfn  I  services.    Among  the 
people  I  predict  an  increasing  fide  of  popn- 
larity  la  his  favor,  and  that  he  will  be  one  of 
those  whom  tho  country  will   most  delight  to 
honor.    Edwin  M.  Stanton,  Secretary  of  War, 
a  model  for  a  a  war  minister  in  momentous 
times;  wise,  firm,fruit!nl  ot  resources,  patri- 
oiic  and  incorruptible.     To  him  a  nation's 
gratitude  is  due.    (Loud  cheers.)

And  in 
the  sacrifices  they  had  made  in  that  depart- 
ment of  loyal  serviK  to  the  conntry  they  had 
set  an  example  to  the  world  that  will  not  bo 
soon  forgotten.
